Witlemstadt, Island of Curacoa, 
ary 6, via Haytien Cable—The armed rev- 
olutionary steamer Libertador (formerly 
called the Ban Righ), which left Fort de 
france, Island of Martinique December 
31 for the Venezuelan coast with General 
Matos, three hundred volunteers and a 
cargo cf munitions of war, is now report- 
ef to have anchored early yesterday 
morning off Uchire, on the Venezuelan 
coast, near Rio Chico, and to have sailed 
from Uchire that same afternoon. It 
ig believed here that the Libertador has 
been successful in executing the first 
part of her programme of landing men 
and .war material in Venezuela. 

Three Venezuelan war vessels are today 
cruising off the coast of Uchire.

TOMORROW 
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BRYAN SPEAKS 
FOR THE BOERS 


Addressed a Large Meeting 
at Cleveland, Ohio, Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


HE EULOGIZED THE | 
BOERS FOR BRAVERY 


Said He Was Giad the War Was 
Costing England Heavily, and 
Hoped the Boers Would 
Continue the Struggle 
Until They Win 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 5.—Four thou- 
sand people attended a pro-Boer meet- 
ing in Grays’ armory this afternoon. 
There was enthusiastic applause for every 
expression of sympathy and.encourage- 
ment for the struggling Boers. Amn unex- 
pected event in the meeting was the ap- 
pearance of Hon. W. J. Bryan, who fs 
in this city for the day as the guest of 
Mayor Johnson. When the. comm..ee 
in charge of the meeting learned that 
Mr. Bryan was in the city an invitation 
was sent to him and the mayor to at- 
tend and address the gathering. Both 
gentlemen accepted and when, toward 
the close of other speeches, Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Johnson entered the hail the 
whole audience rose en masse and shout- 
ed the names of “Bryan” and “Johnson” 
and greeted them with hurrahs and hand- 


clapping. 

The audience was composed mostly of 
men, although a number of women were 
present. The tri-color of the Boer re- 
publics was a prominent feature of the 
armory’s decorations and Httle streamers 
were tied in the button holes of many 
of the men. Upon the stage were seven 
native Boers, who had been in some 
early conflicts of their countrymen against 
the English. They were driven fronf the 
country and are not residents of this 
city. 

The meeting continued for fogr hours, 
the principal address by Hon, John J. 
Lentz. Rev. August Franz, a local Re- 
formed Lutheran clergyman, also spoke. 

When the tormal speeches of the after- 
noon were concluded Messrs. Bryan and 
Johnson were called upon to address the 
vast audience. 

Mr. Bryan spoke for about five min- 
utes, during which time he said: ‘Sad 
will be that day, falien will be cue star 
of our destiny if the time ever comes 
when struggling freemen feel that they 
cannot lock upon the people of these 
states for sympathy.”’ 

Mr. Bryan said he was in entire sym- 
pathy with the intent of the meeting, eu- 
logized the fighting South African farm- 
ers and urged them to continue wie strug- 
gle. He said he was glad the war had 
tost England so dearly and that the dis- 
astrous cost in money and life would be 
a much-needed lesson for .se English 
government, because it would teach and 
has already taught a.lesson that will not 
soon be forgotten. 

Mr. Brvan said he considered it a com- 
pliment that the Boers looked to the 
United States for aid and sympathy in 
their struggles and he considered it a 
disgrace that no official expression of 
sympathy had yet been made by this gov- 
ernment. Mr. Bryan believed that the 
English people are opposed to the cor- 
tinuance of the war, because they, too, 
are suffering because of the unhappy 
conflict and are the ones that must bear 
the burden of the cost. 

Mayor Johnson said he was in fulé sym- 
pathy with the intent of the meeting and 
expressed similar sentiments to those ex- 
sressed by Mr. Bryan in that. the Eng- 
lish people generally are opposed to the 
war. 

A resolution of great length was pass- 
ed and ‘will be sent to the president of the 
United States. The resolution calls the at- 
tention of the president to the continu- 
ance of the war for the past two years 
and states ‘hat it has been character- 
ized, on the part of the British, as a con- 
flict of savagery by. the confiscation or 
destruction of property of inhabitants 
and non-comba ants lying within the 
zone of war. 

Attention is called to the denunciation 
by Presi€ent McKir'sy of the system of 
reconcentration camps 

A quotation from The Manchester 
(England) Guardian of September 4, 1901, 
is made which he states that a degree of 
suffering and death exist: in thesé camps 
without a parallel in h+-tom. In con- 
clusion, the president is asked to enforce 
the treaty of Washington, May 8, 1871, 
denying to vessels operating under Brit- 
ish authority opportunity for the aug- 
mentation of supplies of war from the 
United States.

A fearful mass of ruins through which 
a fierce fire rageu all yesterday is all

“thet in head-on Collision near Rex, 
Ga., late Saturday night. The body cf 
Fireman Prater, cut and burned beyond 
recognition, was taken out of the wreck 
yesterday morning and brought to At- 
lanta. The bodies of Engineer C. C. 
Wallace, of Atlanta, and Flagman Z. H. 
Harris,*of Jacks, Ga., had not been lo- 
cated up to an early hour this morning. 
The men of the wrecking crews do not 
believe the two bodies will ever be found. 
The flames swept through the cars piled 
up in a mass of ruins like a scourge, 
ing nothing that fire could destroy. If 
any sign of the two missing men is found 
it will be only th@ér charred bones. This 
is the belief of the railroad men. 

Big Crowd on the Scene. 

A crowd of 5,000 persons gathered at the 
scene of the wreck on yesterday, many 
of them coming from _ near- -by @#lages, 
while a large number went down from 
Atlanta. The sight that met their eyes 
was one not soon to be forgotten. The 
loss of life, which of itself was fearful, 
seemed to fade away before the sight of 
the utter. ruin. 

The scene of the collision is a swampy 
place near Rex where the tracks meet in 
hollow, ‘North and south there is a 
grade. Going at full speed the two 
trains met, the engines standing up on 
end and falling together side by side, a 
tangled mass of crooked steel. No one 
knows how the fire started, but it soon 
reached the two cars loaded with lard, 
and after this all hope of putting out the 
fire was given up. The place was turned 
into a crematory, and though desperate 
efforts were made at once to locate the 
bodies of the missing men the heat from 
the fire kept the men from approaching 
within 50 yards of the ruins. 

Several of the cars were loaded with 
cotton bales, and al] yesterday the cotton 
which was sirewn up and down the track 
for 200 yards was on fire and slowly burn- 
ing,

Track Is Rebuilt. 

Two wrecking crews were on the scene 
of the disaster yesterday morning. It was 
seen that nothing could be done to aid 
in the rescue of the missing bodies until 
the flames had died down, and the men 
of the two crews, one from Macon and 
the other from Atlanta, were put to work 
constructing a new track around the ruins 
so that passenger and freight trains 
could pass by and the regular schedule 
maintained: By noon yesterday the new 
track had been compieted and the first 
passenger train passed by the wreck early 
yesterday afternoon. 

Few people arrived on the scene by this 
train as it was not generally known that 
the schedule would be reinstated so 
quickly. 

The Constitution's special photographer 
reached the wreck early yesterday morn- 
ing, and as soon as it became Known that 
his object was to secure photographs of 
the ruins he was informed by the rail- 
road officials that he would not be allowed 
to use his camera, and two men were 
detailed to follow him and keep him from 
accomplishing his object. The excelient 
photographs obtained for the readers of 
The Constitution under these difficulties 
are reproduced this morning.

Fireman Prater’s body arrived in the 
city about 7:30 o'clock last night and was 
taken to the undertaking room of H. M. 
Pattersen, on Peachtree street. The body 
was charred beyond all recognition, the 
only part of it which was not burned 
being the legs below the knees. These 
were under the boiler of t§e engine and 
were protected thereby from, the flames. 
The body was supposed to be that of 
Fireman Prater when it was taken out, 
though there was no way of identifying 
it from outward appearances. Master 
Mechanic Tracy remembered, however, 
that Prater had lost about half of his 
great toe on the right foot in a former 
accident and told Undertaker Patterson 
of this circumstance. When the body 
was take nto the undertaking rooms the 
shoes were removed and the identification 
was made complete by the fact that part 
of the big toe in questfon was found 
gone. 

Fireman Prater’s home was in Gaines- 
ville, Ga. He was a large man, about. 33 
vears old. It could not be learned last 
night whether he left any family. 

Engineer C. C. Wallace, of 75 South 
McDaniel street, is survived by a wife 
and three children—a daughter and two 
sons. He was 42 vear old and had been 
in the service of the Southern fifteen 
years. He was a member of Empire 
lodge, Knights of Pythigs, and at one 
time chief of the Brotherhood’ of Loco- 
motive Engineers. 


WHAT NEWCOMB HAS TO SAY. 


Condition of Affairs of,the Everett- 
Moore Syndicate. 

Cleveland, Ohio, January 5.—The bank- 
ers’ committee of seven, temporarily in 
charge of the affairs of the Everett- 
Moore syndicate, will resume its sessions 
tomorrow. Of the future Chairman New- 
comb says: 

“Between taking matters up with in- 
dividual creditors the work of sifting 
the condition of the different properties 
will continue. We are rapidly finding 
how much indebtedness, if any, there 
is on the different traction companies 
and if members of the syndicate have in- 
dividual obligations, and ifsso, what the 
nature of them is. This work will prob- 
ablv take up something like two weeks. 

“On Saturday night we concluded our 
investigation of the Detroit United Rail- 
ways. The property is in splendid shape 
and is pronounced unqualifiedly by the 
committee as being a magnificent invest- 
ment. 

“Any amount of money over liabilities 
that may have been reported was not offi- 
cial and did not have the sanction of the 
committee. No such statement will or 
can be givén out for some time: Before 
the committee of seven took charge of 
the syndicate affairs a cursory examina- 
tion shovred that from $2,900,000 to 4%.,- 
(00,000 could be reasonably expected in 
equities after all obligations have been 
entirely canceled. But this largely de- 
pends on the keeping up of market prices. 
It is for this extension of time is asked 
and which we now beieve. will certainly 
be accomplished. 

“Men who are looking for great ‘gir- 
gains in bonds will be doomed to disap- 
pointment. There is no disposition to 
sell syndicate securities on the part of the 
banks and ~e do not expect any to be 
thrown upon the marke’.”

He Suddenly Disappeared. 

In the meantime Grasty was making 
the best of the delay and was gone when 
the second searcn was instituted for 
him. When last seen he was said to be 
in Rome, but he has evidently left chat 
city, for news to the police from there 
says he cannot be found. 

Saturday night at 11 o'clock there was 
received at police barracks a report that 
Grasty was in the Southern raififoad’ 
yards trying to catch an outbound 
freight train. An officer investigated the 
report and found a tramp, cold and hun- 
gry, who was waiting for a lift toward 
Florida. 

Last Thursday night itewas reported 
that Grasty had gone to his rooms at Nov 
871-2 Peaqantree street for the purpose of 
committing suicide. He had told friends 
during the day he intended to blow out 
his brains.

Grandmaster Zoltkoff Says the Ob- 
ject Is To Gather Up the Broken 
[ Thread of the Nation. 


Chicago, January 5.—Impetus to the 
movement to establish the Jewish race 
once more in Palestine was given tonight 
at a mass meeting of Zionists at the 
Medinah Temple theater. Two thousand 
Hebrews, for the most part supporters of 
the plan to secure the promised land for 
the chosen people, crowded the hall. The 
meeting was in connection with the an- 
nual convention of western Zionists, 
whose organization embraces ten states. 
The plan, determined upon at the Basle, 
Switzerland, conference, was outlined by 
Leon Zolotkoff, grand master of the 
Knights of Zion, who said that the idea

“‘We do not mean to take the Jews by 


the neck an 


thread of/our nation. We want to show 

orld the moral strength, the in- 
tellectual power of the Jewish people. We 
Want a place where the race can again 
be centralized.”’ 

Rabbi Emil G. Hitsch gave his views on 
the proposed movement. In view of the 
fact that the Zionists. congdider Dr. 
Hirsch’s attitude on the qtestion hostile 
to their plans, great interest was mani- 
fested in his remarks. He said: 

“I agree with you that the condition 
of seven million Jews in Russia, Rouma- 
nia and Galicia is a blot on civilization, 
and cries out to heaven for radress. The 
world is stirred by accounts of the suffer- 
ing of women in the concentration camps 
in South Africa. No doubt their condi- 
tion is bitter, but the condition of the 
J@ews in Russia is worst. Yet. while voices 
are raised in protest to England against 
her treatment of the South African wom- 
en, no voice ig raised in behalf of the 
Jew. Why? Because they are Jews. What 
matters if they suffer. They are Jews. 
Behind them stand no guns nor armored 
ships, They are Jews. They have suffer- 
ed eighteen, centuries; let them suffer 
more. That is the condition which calis 
out to heaven for jusfice and not for 
charity. 

“I also agree with you that if these 
Jews say’that théy have. no country they 
are justified. What flag is theirs? They 
must pay blood taxes to the czar. yet 
they are not treated as subjects. In Rou- 
mania they are declared to be aliens. The 
failure lies with the governments of Rus- 
sia, Roumania and Galicia. 

“It is for these Jews that the name of 
their country spells ‘hope.’ I should not 
be a man if I did not realize that for 
these persecuted Jews Jerusalem  spelis 
reason, justice, manhood and liberty. 

“Shall we call them to America? I 
would gladlv do so if their coming would 
be a solution of the problem. But it 
would not be. From the prey of Russia 
to the sweatshops of America does not 
spell redemption. If your plan will offer 
a solution, take him to Palestine and I 
will be with you and we will all work 
together. 

“IT further agree to the proposition that 
in case the majority of the vopulation in 


Palestine is Jewish, they shall have the 


right to determine their own form of gov- 
ernment, I agree further, that a govern- 
ment established by them would be in 
accordance with the principles.of Judaism 
All you 
have to do is to convince us that your 


scheme is practicable is to proceed from 


agitation to action, by colonizing in Pal- 
estine. 

“T have a nation. I will not exchange it 
for a nation in Jerusalem, I have my 
flag and [f will not exchange it. I have 
a legally assured home, for after all, 
what we suffer here is inconsequential. 
Let the Jew learn to strike back when 
he is struck and they will learn to leave 
him alone. His condition would be better- 
ed if he would keep the rest in wholesome 
iear_of a Jewish fist and a Jewish kick.”

CITIZENS WILL TAKE CHARGE. 


City of Bad Characters. 

Denver, Colo., January 6.—This city will 
present a decidedly martial aspect if plans 
adopted at a mass meeting of citizens this. 
afternoon are carried out, and the temper 
of the meeting would indicate that they 
will be. Because of the many crimes 
that have been committed here within the 
past year or two, which have brought 
terror to Denver residents, the latter have 
organized a committee on safety for the 
purpose of protecting the people against 
criminals.: The streets are to be patrolled 
during the night by armed citizens who 
will be expected to keep the town free 
of the criminal class. All persons on the. 
streets at night wfll be expected to give 
an account of themselves when called 
upon, and failing to satisfy the challenger 
of the sufficiency of their réasons for be- 
ing abroad, will be arrested. Police mag- 
istrates will be urged to make punish- 
ment for crime so heavy as to deter even 
the most desperate. For months past 
thugs and thieves have overrun the city. 
Women have been criminally assaulted 
in their own houses and on the street 
hold-ups and robberies have been of al- 
most daily occurrence, and even murder 
has been committed at times when the 
occasion, from the standpoint of the 
vicious, demanded it. 


DAMAGED BY BOLL WEEVIL. 


Fifty-Five Counties of Texas Hurt 
by. the Insects. 

Galveston, Tex., January 5.—Desirous of 
ascertaining the area and extent of dam- 
age done by the boll weévil in Texas dur- 
ing the past season, The Galveston News 
sent requests to correspondents for in- 
formation and estimates on this subject. 
The report is made up of returns’ from 
411 correspondents. 

From these rettrrns it is shown that 35 
counties are more or less affected, those 
of southern Texas being literally infested, 
whijle in north Texas they have only. ap- 
peared in isolated localities. The great 
cotton préducing counties of the state 
were attacked last year for the first time 
in a threatening manner and there ‘s 
great dread for the future. River coun- 
ties suffered most and river farms ap- 
pear to be worse attacked. Wooded sec- 
tions harbor weevil in winter. 

Taking the censue figures of produc- 
tion ag a basis, it is estimated that the 
boll weevil destroyed cotton in the several 
districts as follows: 

Southwest Texas, 100,00 bales; east 
Texas, 7,500; central Texas, 4,000; north 
Texas, none; coast district, 90,000. Total, 
242,500 bales. 

In 1899 and 1990 Texas produced 2,668,555 
bales, according to the United Stutes ces-

Foreign Ministers Resolve Not To 
Witness the Reentry of the 
Court—All Streets Through 

Which Processiop Passes 
To Be Closed. 


————— ; 

Pekin, January 5.—The Chinese capital, 
on the eve of the court’s return, pre- 
sents an animated and gaudy scene never 
before witnessed in its history. Ali the 
palaces, pagodas and temples have been 
repaired an painted to for ma glittering 
spectacle. The roof of these builiu.ngs, 
viewed from the city walls, are patches 
of shining yellow files and brick. The 
walls about the imperial city are a vivid 
crimson and the gates have been repair- 
ed and gilded. 

On’ the towers above the Chen-Men gate 
stands a gorgeous sttucture of wood, 
cloth and paper, with a yellow painted 
dragon entwined about the massive cloth 
pillars. Hundreds of Chinese officials, 
clad in furs and embroidered silks, ride 
about the streets of Pekin and parties 
of foreign soldiers, bent upon sightseer 
ing, roam everywhere. Thousands of new 
soldiers from the province of Shan Tung, 
who are finely uniformed and equipped 
with modern weapons, entered Pekin this 
morning and marched through Legation 
street. 

The ministers of the foreign powers 
have received notice from the Chinese 
foreign office that all the streets upon 
which the Chinese coOrt will pass will be 
closed Monday and Tuesday. Two build- 
ings on the principal streets of the line 
of procession have been provideu from 
which the members of the legation will 
be permitted to witness the reentry of 
the court. This is an unprecedented con- 
cession. The foreign ministers have de- 
cided, in consideration of recent events, 
not to witness the reentry of the court. 
This decision is strengthened by the fact 
that the majority of the ministers have 
not yet presented their credentials. 

Chinese officials hate strongly protest- 
ed to Sir Ernest Satow, the British min- 
ister, against British officers being in 
charge all the way from Pao-Ting Fu to 
Pekin of the trains upon which the Chi- 
nese court will travel. They said that if 
foreign. officials were conspicuous at 
Teng-Ti Junction, the court would pre- 
fer to leave the railroad and take an- 
other route. Acting under this protest, 
the British minister has requested the offi- 
cers to refrain from making the military 
conspicuous, and this request -will be 
compfied with. 

Negotiations concerning the Manchu- 
rian treaty await the arrival of the court. 
Paul lLessar, the Russian minister to 
China, when discussing the question of 
the railroads with the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries, insisted that under no circum- 
stances would Russian consent that other 
powers have a hand in the construction 
and operation of railroads in Manchuria 
without first obtaining Russian permis- 
sion.

Great Britain Has Lost Nearly

London, January 5.—The total reduction 
of Great Britain’s military forces in 
South Africa from the beginning of the 
war to December, including deaths from 
disease, reported missing, etc., amounts 
to 24.299 men.

WILT FILIPINUS 


General Says Peace Asvocates 


Are Failures, 


Only Way To Have Peace in the 
Islands Is To Adopt Rigorous 
Warfare Until the Insur- 
rection Is Entirely 
Subdued. 


Manila, January 5.—General J. Franklin 
Bell is conducting a vigorous campaign 
in Batangas province. Every available 
soldier is in the field. The columns under 
the command of Colonels Wint and 


Dougherty are doing excellent work and | 


driving all the Filipinos in all directions. 
A number of the latter are fleeing to 
Tayabas province, where the native con- 
stabulary are rendering valuable assist- 
ance in capturing men and rifles. 

The advocates of peace at Manila depre- 
cate the stern measures employed by Gen- 
eral Bell. In reply General! Bell Says that 
these peace advocates have had numerous 
Opportunities to use their influence, as 
they have been given passes through the 
American lines almost for the asking and 
that it has been afterwards proved that 
they often went through the lines only 
for the purpose of assisting the insurrec- 
tion. General Bell says that the best 
peace method now is a rigorous warfare 
until the insurrection is completely sub- 
dued. 

The arrest of members of the wealthy 
Lopez family and the confiscation of their 
steamers and rice, as well as the arrest 
of three members of the religious corpora- 
tions who were known to be instigators 
of the insurrection, has had an excellent 
effect upon the natives. 

Conditions in the island of Samar are 
still unsatisfactory, owing to the difficulty 
of finding the insurgents. Captain Schoef- 
fel, of the Ninth infantry, who was 
wounded in a severe hand-to-hand fight 
last month in Samar island between eight- 
een men of company S&S, of his regiment, 
and a large force of bolomen, has practi- 
cally recovered from fhe effects of his 
wound. In-an official report of the en- 
counter in which Captain Schoeffel was 
hurt, it is said that Schoeffel killed three 
men before he received his wound and 
that the remnants of the detachment of 


elghteen men with him were saved by his 


personal courage. The civil authorities 
say that the island of Leyte is now per- 
fectly peaceful. On the other hand, the 
military authorities consider Leyte to be 
dangerous on account of its proximity to 
Samar, if for no other reason. 

Captain Pitcher reports that he is rap- 
idly ridding the island of Mindoro of in- 
surgents. : 

The constabulary of Tarlac, Luzon, have 
captured a numbe? of members of the 
Filipino secret society called the ‘“‘Guardia 
de Honor.’’ The prisoners intended mov- 
tng to the island of Polillo, off the east 
coast of Luzon, where they expected to be 
free of American interferei.ce, tempora- 
rily at least, and where they had decided 
to resist American invasion to the utter- 
most. Twenty members of the society 
are charged with sedition. 


NOTHING FROM MISS STONE. 


Gargiulo, Dragoman of Legation, 
Has Not Reported. 

Constantinople, January 5.—The news 
that the brigands holding Miss Stone cap- 
tive are being hustled by the inhabitants 
of the Turkish territory where they are 
said to be in hiding has created consid- 
erable sensation here. A deadly feud is 
said to exist between the leaders of the 
hostile bands, some of whom are reported 
to have deserted and are attempting to 
reenter Bulgaria. Much anxiety is felt 
here with regard to the outcome of these 
developments. ‘ 

The American legation here has not vet 
received news from M. Gargiulo, the 
dragoman of the legation, who left Salon- 
ika for the interior the latter part of last 
month, with the purpose of meeting Miss 
Stone’s captors. Members of the legatibn 
say that rumors of Miss Stone's release 
are quite unfounded. No direct news hag 
been received from the American captive 
since November 13, the date of the last 
letter from Miss Stone to Mr. Dickinson, 
consul general at Constantinople, who 
was then acting as diplomatic agent of 
the United States at Sofia. 


FRENCHMEN AGAINST SCHEME 


Rockefellers Want Control of Gas 
Supply of Paris. 

Paris, January 5.—La Liberte. has pub- 
lished a report to the effect that the 
Rockefellers intend to apply for a conces- 
sion to supply gas to the city of Paris. 
The paper vigorously opposes this scheme 
and says it would be an act of mental 
aberration to accept such a proposition, 
which would be disastrous to national 
production and a powerful help to the 
designs of the Americans, who wish not 
only to expel foreign industry from their 
own country, but who seek to supplant 
foreigners on their own ground. 

La’ Liberte says #he Rockefellers would 
mot uSe a ton of French coal and that 
the granting of this concess*on to them 
would be a mighty weapon for the reali- 
gation of the economic schemes of Amer- 
ican imperialism in Europe.

SULTANS AND DATTOS OF THE MOROS. 
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By JOS: OHL. 

Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, P. I.— 
It plays havoc with your preconceived 
opinions of the propricties to bé steaming 
along near the equator and find it un- 
comfortably cool. Yet that is the way 
we have found it coming down from Cebu 
to Zamboanga, and on shore here the at- 
mosphere is clear, cool and bracing. 

The conditions here are by long odds 
the pleasantest we have yet found on the 
islands. The town is most attractive, 
there is a constaht breeze from one side 
of the peninsula or the other sweeping 
across it, and all that we had heard 
about the attractiveness of this station 
has been more than verified by our ex- 
perience. I had been told up in Manila 
that this is the pleasantest station in the 
whole archipelago, but was naturally 
dubious, for I could not quite believe 
that a.place so far south as this could 
be as comfortable. I have seen, and now 
I know, that there was no exaggeration 
in the statement. 

Zamboanga lies at the tip end of the 
peninsula which forms the western part 
of the great island of Mindanao. This is 
the second island in size of the 1,700 or 
more that belong to the archipelago. 

Rich in its natural resources, it has 
possibilities of cultivation that warrant 
its being regarded the most fertile of all 
the islands. It is a different part of the 
world, in many respects, from any we 
have yet seen. For one thing, while al- 
most all the other islands are within the 
zone of hurricanes, only @ small part of 
Mindanao is so included.-The island has 
the Visaya group to its north, the Pa- 
cific on its east, the Celebes sea to the 
south and the Sulu sea to its west. Its 
area is given as 36,450 square miles. There 
are some mountain ranges, but there are 
also broad and fertile valleys drained by 
great rivers. There is believed to be a 
good deal of gold in some parts of the 
island, a number of American prospectors 
have gone into the gold regions and there 
are the usual stories of big finds. Some 
placer mining has been done in the past, 
but the best information I could obtain 
concerning this is that the yield has been 
small. Exceptionally good coffee is raised 
in the valley of the Rio Grande; there 1s 
some traffic in gutta percha and there has 
been some cotton grown; there is sugar 
and Indian corn, tobacco and cacao, 

But the product of this island which is 
of greatest interest is the Moro. We 
have seen this new American @itizen here 
for the first time. What of him? A good 
deal. The Moro is something to be con- 
sidered in many different ways. 

A great deal has been said and written 
about the probabilities of the Moros be- 
coming the most serious end of ‘the 
Philippines problem. Aftér going into the 
situation: here with the men who know 
most about it 1 have reached the con- 
clusion that the probability of trouble 
from this source is very remote unless 
there is interference with the _ present 
methods by the good people back home. 
Now everything is at peace, the relations 
between the Americans and the Moros 
are genuinely friendly, and all is moving 
along as easily as could possibly be de- 
sired. There is perfect understanding be- 
tween the representatives of the Ameri- 
can army and the rulers of the-Moros, and 
if this is to be broken it will -be by 
mistakes on our part. 

This, as Il have said, is an entirely dif- 
ferent state of affairs than we had been 
led to expect here. Army officers’ in 
other parts of the archipelago have much 
to say about the critical state of affairs 
in the Moro country and there is a gen- 
eral consensus of opinion that when that 
comes we will have on our hands a more 
serious proposition than has ever been 
presented by the Tagalos or the Visayans 
or any of the other branches of the F iil- 
pinos proper. 

No ffeed for Trouble. 

That all depends. No trouble 
necessary. If it comes, 
making. The only way it can come is 
through efforts to force these peuple to 
adopt some other religion than their own. 
A wholesale effort of this kind would stir 
up wholesale trouble, for of all the people 
in the world, the Mohammedans are most 
tenacious in sticking to their religion ard 
in res@nting efforts to make them take 
some other. The Spaniards had trouble 
with the Moros during several hundred 
years, but that was entirely due to the 
determination of the Spanish priests and 
missionaries to force Catholicism down 
the throats of the people. We have done 
nothing of that kind. We have in no way 
interfered -with the religion or the cus- 
toms of these people, and so iong as we 
continue in that way we will be free from 
trouble. 

Nothing else can bring on a war with 
the Moros. They will fight as an unit for 
their religion, but on no other subject is 
there community of interest among them. 

There is nothing tike a central govern- 
ment. A visit to Mindanao shatters a 
good miny preconceived notions and one 
of them is that the Moros are a united 
people under one powerful chief, the sul- 
tan. On the contrary, they are divided 
into many different tribes, each with its 
There is much 
bitter rivalry between these different 
tribes and trouble with one of these tribes 
or several of them would not necessarily 
involve us in war with the others, unless, 
I repeat, that trouble has religious ques- 
tions at its base. In any other event it 
would be an easy matter for us to play 
one datto against another—one tribe 
against another. 

Nobody knows very much about 
Moros, but a good many people 
things about them that are not so. 

It is taken for grantéd, for instance, 
that the sultan of Sulu is the head of all 
of these American Mohammedans. That 
is in no sense true. The sultan of Sulu 
has his own people in the Sulu islands, 
and they. like these people here, are Mo- 
hammedans; but there is no tribal or re- 
ligious affiliation. The sultan of Sulu is 
neither the temporal ruler over these peo- 
ple nor the religious head of this branch 
of the Mohammedan faith, if it may be go 
called. The Moros of Mindanao have 
their own sultan, but his domination over 
a good many of them is merely nominal, 
over others he has none at all. 

His nanfe, as nearly as it can be spelled 
in English, is Manginging. You have prob- 
ably never heard of him before. I had 
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Datto Piang, One of the Strongest Dattos; His Chi- 
nese rrime Minister; His Sword Bearers and His Fol- 
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batto. 


not before I came here, and I know 
very little about him now, but I know 
almost as much as anybody does. We 
have heard a lot about the sultan of Sulu, 
but while this Mindanao sultan has nomi- 
nal rule over a greater number of people 
and ought to be a better known citizen, 
the men who really cut ice in the admin- 
istration of affairs down here are the 
dattos under him. In our dealings with 
the Moros, for instance, there has been 
little or no consideration of the sultan. 
We have dealt with the individual dattos 
where we have dealt at all, for they are 
the really big men. 

Just how distant a people these Moros 
of Mindanao and of the Sulu islands are 
from the Tagalos and the Visayans;: just 
how much blood of the aboriginal inhab- 
itants of these islands runs through their 
veins, it is impossible to say. For one 
thing, however, they are pot Moors, 
though the Spaniards called them so. 
When Columbus reached the Americas he 
thought he had found some part of India, 
as that was the object of his search, 
and he called the people he found there 
Indians. The name stuck through all 
time. When the Spaniards came to these 
islands and found a lot of Mohammedans, 
they jumped to the conclusion that here 
was some branch of the dreaded Moor 
family and they gave to these Moham- 
medans the Spanish name for Moors, 
That is all of the Moor there is to him. 
He is no more a Moor than the American 
Indian is a native of India. 

They are Malay people, as I understand 
it, but there are many points of differ- 
ence between them and other branches 
of that family. They are supposed to 
have descended from the Dyaks of Bor- 
neo. Just how many of these people 
came over to the southgrn islands of the 
Philippines in the first instance cannot 
be known, but that infusion of Dyak blood 
has. resulted in a race in every way 
distinctive from the various tribes or 
families of what we regard the genus 
Filipino. They have always been a hardy 
race of fighting people whose chief indus- 
try during a long veriod of time was 
piracy. From the early days of Spanish 
eccupation of these islands down to 1860 
they were most successful pirates; and 
the Moro name was one with which Fill 


| pino mothers scared thetr crying children 


into quietude and consequent nightmares. 
Along the coast of other islands to the 
north there are to be seen to this day 
many stone towers erected years ago by 
the natives as watch towers from which 
to keep an eye for the dreadéd Moro and 
give warning of his approach. It was he 
who was responsible for the location of 
Filipino cities in the interior Mstead of on 
the coast; indirectly, therefore, he was 
largely responsible for the cultivation of 
the interior of the northern islands by 
driving the people there away from the 
coast. 
The Moro a Savage. 

The Moro of today is in many respects 
as much of the savage as were his fa- 
thers. He has ceased to be a pirate be- 
cause piracy is too risky a business and 
does not pay; and where he has been 
brought in close touch with civilization 
as in this town, he has become to a 
small extent an artisan. But for the most 
part, he is a fisherman and glories mM 
being a ‘‘fust class fightin’ man”’ like the 
Fuzzy Wuzzy. Ue has the Mohammedan 
contempt for death. Once in a while he 
decides that he would like to get to his 
heaven wits sixteen-wives attachment 
which will come if he kills a Christian, 
and then he is a most unpleasant neigh- 
bor. 

The Moros always live along the water. 
They will live nowhere else. They 
not cleanly in their persons like the Fill- 
pinos, but they eat no meat and depend 
almost entirely upon fish for the suste- 
nance that keeps life going. From this 
point at the southwestern corner of this 
big island they predominate in all the 
coast towns on the southern coast except 
here in Zamboanga; they live along the 
rivers running up to the interior, and 
there is a colony of 300,000 or 400,000 of 
them about a great lake in the interior. 

They are also found in the coast towns 
of the northern coast, but in those towns 
the Filipinos who came across from 
the Visayan islands predominate. That is 
the only part of the island where we have 
had trouble. 

There have been very few clashes with 
the Moros. One of these was but a few 
days ago when a lieutenant with a de- 
tachment of troops was endeavoring to 
take a Moro murderer. His friends tried 
to rescue him and about a dozen of them 
were sent to the happy hunting grounds, 
but this little episode has given no trouble 
hecause the Moro Matto decided that the 
fellow was a bad man and his removal 
did no harm. The fact that he had killed 
another Moro and not a Christian had 
eomething to do with the ease with which 
what might have been serious trouble was 
smoothed over. 

“The only trouble our troops have had 
on this island has, as I have said, been 
with the» Filipinos who are in the ma- 
jority-in the coast towns of the northern 
and eastern coast. They are for tae most 
part Visayans, the Tagalos being com: 
paratively small number. Here in Zam- 
beanga. the population is most unique. 
The insurrection against Spain spread to 
Zamboanga. This was the last refuge of 
the Spaniards in the southern islands, 
the troops from the other southern is- 
lands being concentrated there after it 
rot too hot for them in the Visayan ‘s- 
lands. The Spaniards burned much of 
the Filipino town in order that tnere 
might be open space around tae fort 
where their troops were congregated and 
to prevent sudden attack. Since Ameri- 
ean occupation this has been largely re- 
built. and as the American officers had 
tle direction of things it has been re- 
built with broad streets and laid out in 
regular order in parallel lines and right 
angles, the result being a great improve- 
ment over tae usual conditions in Filipino 
and Spanish towns. 

We had no trouble with the Filipinos 
here in Zamboanga. At the‘r head was 
a man of sense and a broad understand- 
ing of the conditions. This fact, to- 
gether with the interesting fact that tae

toward the most peaccful solution of the 
relationship existing between the Filipi- 
nos and the Americans. The same re-

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| sult was reacned with the Moros torougn 
a really remarkable man who is their 
head and ruler. But of him later. 

When Captain Nichols, of the Twenty- 
third infantry, arrived here with tne 
first detachment of American troop®@ he 
found a somewnat ticklish situation. The 
Moros had scattered during the troub!es 
between the Filipinos and the Spaniards, 
Datto Mandi deciding that as that was 
not their trouble, it would be we!l to 
act on the discretion-the-better-part-of- 
valor principle. The Filipinos were not 
unfriendly to the Americans. As I have 
said, the Zamboangan Filipino boasts 
that he belongs to no outside branch of 
family but has a little family all his 
own. For about tne same length of time 
that we have been making an American 
race, the Zamboangans have been mak- 
ing theirs, and they take pride in the re- 
sult. For very many years this was a 
Spanish penal colony. Prisoners con- 
victed of various offenses, prisoners for 
debt among them, were sent down here 
and allowed to work out their own salva- 
tion. They were Tagalos, Visayans, Bi- 
cols, Maccabebes and representatives of 
all tne different branches of the Filipino 
family. They have worked out their sal- 
vation and their race; they resent being 
called Tagalos or Visayans; they are 
Zamboangans. 

Efforts were made to coramit tnem to 
war against the Americans but tnese 
failed. As soon as the American troops 
came, they listened to the assurances of 
friendship. A meeting of their !eading 
men was held and they asked of the 
Americans: that the Roman Catholic 
Apostolic religion, the religion of the 
people, be continued in the province; 
that the usages and customs of the coun- 
try be -respected, under tne Amecsican 
laws; that there be absolute liberty of 
lawful commerce; that there be exem)- 
tion from all manner of taxation until 
the province -was able to recover from 
the state of ruin in consequence of the 
calamities it nad Suffered; that there be 
individual security and the free use of 
armas blancas (the knives and weapons 
of the country) 8in outlying districts; 
tnat the rights of: property be fully ecn- 
sidered. The man who was principa'ly 
instrumental in bringing about this un- 
derstanding between the Filipinos and 
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the Americans—for it is hardly necessary 
to say that tne. Americans gave asaur- 
ances in line with these requests—was 
Nestorio Arquiza, who is now president+ 
of the town. 
The Civil Government. 
understanding nas not been @is- 
turbed. When it came to the establish- 
ment of civil government, Arquiza was 
made presidente. He is a man of sense, 
a man of parts, a true ‘‘amigo” in every 
sense. There are in Zamboanga cit) 
about 22,000 Filipinos; there is a 
population of several taousand, and there 
is a Moro population, which is in and 
around the city, but in some respects’ not 
a part of it, of nine or ten thousand. 
Tne combination is one which, under 
ordinary circumstances, might be expect- 
ed to give all sorts of trouble. There is 
here a remarkable dual government, and 
yet there is no clash whatsoever. Datto 
Mandi is ruler of the Moros of this town 


That 


them, his word is the supreme law, he 
has the power of life and death, his peo- 
ple respect his every word, and so far 
there has been no clash between his au- 
tnority and that of the civil government. 
The Moros live among the Filipinos, in 
a Sense, and break their laws at times: 
but Mandi is the judge who passes upun 
their offenses. 

To understand how thiS can be pos- 
sible, it must be borne in mind that the 
Moros are a people of clans or tribes; 
that their affiliations do not depend upon 
their place of residence; that this, in fact, 
makes little difference with them. Hav- 
ing. come. under one datto by inherit- 
ance or adoption or election, they remain 
his subjects wherever they may be. Moro 
town here is outside the boundaries of 
Zamboanga proper, but the Moros live 
and move and have their being among 
the Filipinos, some of? them living in 
the ‘heart cf the Filivino districts. With 
us there would bé a dividing line between 
the towns and authority would be ap- 
portioned Bbetwe-n the two rulers accord- 
ing to such division of territory. But 
this is not the case. Mandi is absolute 
authority over his people. As I have 
said, Moros charged with offense are 
turned over to him for judgment and 
punishment, and there is no appeal from 
his decision As things have quieted 
down,-the military governor of this dis- 
trict has insisted that.in capital offenses 
he must pass upon the cases before cap- 
ital punishment ts carried into effect, 
but I do not think this will give any 
trouble. It might with anybody else 
than Mandi, but he is a man of mark. 

And there might be trouble with such 
a dual government as this under other 
circumstances. It is not a system lI 
would recommend for ordinary munici- 
palities or districts. When I asked 
Mandi if there had been any clash be- 
tween him and the president, he looked 
surprised and a little hurt that such a 
question should have been asked. ‘Oh, 
no,’ he said, in the best of Spanish. 
“Why, he and I are friends.”’ 

That was sufficient in his eyes. It ex- 
plained everything. He was the ruler of 
his people, Arquiza the head of the 
Filipinos; they were gentlemen and 
friends. What else could be needed to 
insure the smooth running of the gov- 
ernment? 

I am one who delights to bear testi- 
mony to the Datto Mandi’s being a gen- 
tleman and a prince. It was my good for- 
tune tov spend most of an afternoon with 
him at his home in the center of the 
Moro town. This is a handsome house 
built after the style of all the large 
houses in the Philippines with stores un- 
derneath and the Hlving apartments 
above. What we would cali the second 
floor is the important one in all such 
Phouses. From steps at the side you 
enter a large hallway or outer recep- 
tion room, then are ushered into the 
great front reception room which ex- 
tends the length of th: front of the 
house. It-is big, as I have said, cool and 
pleasant. The floor is of hard wood, the. 
walls kave large mirrors and a few

New York, January 5.—There was a 
truce today in the Brooklyn magistrates’ 
war.

ership through inheritance. This is the 
tsual way. There are some dattoes on 
the island, however, notably Piang, of 
Cottabatto, who have forced themselves 
into the dattoship. Piang Is a Chinese 
metizo and a very strong, if self-made, 
man. “There are a few others who have 
by foree of character secured the leader- 
ship, but for the most part the datto- 
ship goes by inheritance. 

That a man enjoys the title of datto 
does’ not necessarily mean that he is 
at the head of his tribe or exercises rule 
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over it. The chief dattoship is the thing 
that counts. The datto is a prince. The 
sons of a datto are always dattos, though 
but one of them, the eldest, is the chief 
datto. Ther? have been lustances where, 
upon the death of the father, his sons 
have ruled conjointly, but these are rare. 
There is one such instance now on the 
island. and it is said to work remarkably 
well, the brothers dwelling together in 
harmony and unity; but as a rule, one 
becomes the chief datto. The others. are 
accorded princely rark and are faithful 
to their,brother, but they have only 
such s@thority as he sees fit to give 
them. 

The Mohammedan religion allows each 
of its followers four wives. The Mahom- 
medans here claim a later revelation or 
dispensation which increases the number 
to seven. Very few of them take advan- 
tage of this plural wife business—Whether 
beca :se it is too expensive or, as my 
friend at Cairo explained, because they 
have tired of the rows and jealousies in 
these plural households, I do not know. 
The dattoes may or may not have a num- 
ber of wives. They take to themselves, 
however, aS many concubines as suit 
their convenience. Only the legitimate 
sons are dattoes, however. 

Opposed to Slavery. 

Datto Mandi has but one wife. So far 
as he is personally concerned, any howl 
there may be about the protection of 
polygamy under the American flag would 
not be inconvenient.. The same, he as- 
sures me, is true in regard to slavery. 

“TI had twenty-seven slaves,” he said, 
‘and have given them ali their freedom. 
They protested against it, wept, and said 
they did not want to leave me, but I am 
opposed to slavery.”’ 

While we were at his home he brought 
in a young girl he had taken from one 
of his people, to whom she had been 
sold in slavery. He delivered her that 
afternoon to General Davis, or rather, 
under the general's supervision, deliver- 
ed her to her mother. He claimed that 
she had not becn taken by any of his 
people, but by the Moros or some other 
tribe. There is to be no slavery at all, 
he says, among his peopie. He has sajd 
it, and they must obey. 

There {s no doubt that slavery does pre- 
vail among these people in the interior. 
It is one of -their oldest institutions and 
any effort to overthrow it with one stroke 
of the pen or one aet of congress will 
mean a blow at an institution nearly as 
close to them as their religion, an In- 
stitution countenanced by their religion. 
Perhaps a good deal can be accomplished 
on this line by gradual work through the 
more intelligent dattoes. It is a delicate 
little problem, however. 


But few of the Mohammedans in this 
part of the world have ever been to 
Mecca. In Egypt and Arabia it is con- 
sidered the part and the duty of every 
good Mohammedan to make the pilgrim- 
age, but out here it is different, because 
a journey of any kind is only within the 
powers of the men of wealth. Mandi 
has been there and so have the panditas 
or priests. The panditas are the teach- 
ers as well as the preachers, the literal 
meaningofthe word being ‘“‘educated.”’ My 
idea of the introduction of Mohammedan- 
ism into this part ef the world was that 
it must have come through the peopling 
of the islands by settlers from Arabia or 
some other Mahammedan country. That 
is not true, however. Some time in the 
Mohammedan year &#, which corresponds 
about with our 1300 A. D., two holy men 
from Mecca, Afghans, with thirty-eight 
disciples started eastward to carry Mo- 
hammedanism to such people as they 
could find. They first stopped at Jo- 
hore. They found the Malay people 
there ripe for such religion as they 
preached and after converting the king or 
ruler and getting the religion well estab- 


they met the same s&ccess. After that 
they went tuo Java, Borneo, the Sulu is- 
lands, and came to Mindanao. In all 
these islands they had success in convert- 
ing the ruling classes first and the peo- 


lished they went on to Sumatra. There } 


: 
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ple afterward. Their labors finished with 
Mindanao. All this had taken a number 
of years of hard labor, and they djed 
after success had crowned thelr efforts 
here. The legend is they die@,at Cot- 
tabatto, at the mouth of the great 
Rio Grande which empties into the Cel: 
ebes sea on the south cpast of the is- 
land. 

They were wise men and tampered lit- 
tle/With the government or customs of 
the people. Just what the governments 
were before this it is a Httle djfficult to 
say, but they were probably autocracies 
so far as they went, built upon the prin- 
ciple that might is right. It required lit- 
tle change to make this fit in with Mos 
hammedan ideas—none at all, in faet. 
About the only change was the adoption 
by the acknowledged heads of the sev- 
eral governments of the Mohammedan 
name for rulér—‘‘sultan.”” They are Ma- 
lays, all of them; there is no Arab blood 
in the people. Their rulers are sultans be- 
cause that is the Mohammedan name. 


These missionaries from Mecca did not 
attempt to make over the language of 
the different peoples. They did tntroduce 
the Arabic characters for writing, proba- 
bly for the reason that the people had no 
written language. The result ts. that 
While they use the Arabic characters to- 
day, they do not use the Arabic lan- 
guage. 

You will see much difference in the 
spelling of the names of places, both in 
Spanish and in English. The reason for 
this is that the Spaniards and their suc- 
cessors in the control of things down 
here have had to do the best théy could 
in this little matter of spelling. Two 
Americans will not spell the same word 
alike. They hear the Moro pronounce it, 
and each tries to get the spelling that 
will reproduce the word as it sounds to 
him; hence the differences. The Moros 
have no literature. They have but one 
book, the Koran, and txat is in Arabie. 

Sultan Manginging is recognized as the 
head of the church on this island and 
some of the dattos give him allegiance. 
Others do not. Mandi regards himself as 


‘a fellow sovereign with the sultan, but in 


sense his subject. The sultan often 
has trouble with some of the stro 
dattos and they often have trom 
among themselves. There is almiost a 
ways some sort of tribal warfare some) 
where in the island, but nobody allows 
it to keep him from sleep. It ls more @

sort of feud like those in the republican \ 


section of Kentucky. though fhese down 
here are not so deadly. There will be a 
play at warfare through months with 
very little killing. 

Back in the interior of the tsland there 
are tribes of the aboriginal inhabitants 
whom the Moros call pagans because 
they are neither Christian nor Mo- 
hammedans. Nobody knows much about 
these people—indeed, I have not been able 
to find a person who knew anything of 
them. Colonel Morrison, the judge ad- 
vocate general of this department, who 
has made a three years’ study of the 
Moros, and Colonel Pettit, who was gov- 
ernor here for some time, have confided 
in me that they know nothing of these 
people of the interior, and if they do not, 
I am sure nobody dpes. It is the popu- 
lar belief th there are tribes among 
them that practice human sacrifice and 
perhaps that there are cannibals, but 
this is pretty much guess work. 


A Famous Health Resort. 


Zamboanga’ was, under the Spanish, 
quite famous as a health resort. This 
is easy to believe, judging by our expe- 
riences. The town lies, as 1 have said, 
at the tip end of a peninstla. Here the 
health-bearing breezes blow in from the 
ocean from one side or the other all the 
time.

MANY ARE CLAMORING 
FOR OFFICES OF CITY

Who Will Win the Senatorship 
the Absorbing Topic in - 
~ Kentucky. 


M’CREARY WILL PROBABLY 
LEAD ON FIRST BALLOT 


Indications Are That Race Will Be 
Between Former Governor and 
Judge Cantrill—Some Gos- 
sip About Guberna- 
torial Aspirants. 


Lexington, Ky., January 5.—(Special.)— 
Who will be the next United States sen- 
ator from Kentucky? This is the all- 
absorbing question which the coming 
legislature is to decide. ‘The result of the 
fall elections decreed that a democratic 
should succeed the republican member. 
W. J. Deboe and four candidates are ap- 
plicants for the place. ‘hey are former 
Governor James B. McCreary; of Rich- 
mond; Judge James C. Cantrill, of George- 
town, a former lieutenant governor; Con- 
gressman David H. Smith, of Larue 
county, representing the fourth con- 
gressional district, and Congressman 
Charles K. Wheeler, of Paducah, repre- 


senting the first district in congress. A 


well-known politician, at one time 
lieutenant governor of the state, 
sized up the four candidates as follows: 
‘McCreary is the best equipped; Smith 
the most abie; Charley Wheeler is the 
best orator, and Cantrill is the _ best 
jurist.”’ 

All surface indications point 
sélection of the man who is “‘‘best 
Governor McCreary will go 
into the first ballot with a clear majority 
ovér all of his competitors, and some of 
his close friends @eclare with enough 
votes to elect him with a rush. Other- 
wise he occupies the dangerous position 
of the leading man, with the temptation 
of all his competitors to combine against 
him. Aside from the question of whether 
or not he can be elected on the first 
ballot, McCreary has an undue ad- 
Vantage over his opponents. He is unl- 
versally reccgnized as the most eligible 
man of the four candidates who ve 
rresented themselves. Where he is not 
the first he is the second choice, and it is 
a question whether Smith or Wheoler 
can use their votes as they deem best on 
account of this undercurrent. lit i8 a 
well-known fact that Judge Cantrill can 
not hope to control his forces if he with- 
draws from the race, and it is regarded 
as certain that almost nis full strength 
woulda go to McCreary in that event, Both 
Wheeler and Smith have a stronger hold 
on their men than Cantrill, and with the 
Situation thus shaped, any possible com- 
bination between the three will present 
Cantrill as the logical candidate to make 
the dual fight with McCreary. 

McCreary’s Political Record. 

James B. McCreery, who leads in the 
race tor the senate, is one ofr the oldest 
and most astute prcliticlans in Kentucky. 
He was elected governor of the _ state 
when quite a yvo'lrng man, and until the 
advent ot Beckham, whose enemies dub- 
bed hin “Little Boy SBlue,’’ was the 
voungest chief executive Kentucky ever 
had. Governor McCreary was a member 
of the lower house of the Kentucky 
legislature, and fcr half a dozen terms 
represented the eighth district in con- 
gress. He is a lav. yer of reputation, has 
been engaged in a number of notabie 
cases, among them the famous Arnold- 
Little murder trial which occurred in 
Nicholasville about twelve years ago. ‘I'he 
trial obtained a national reputation at the 
time from the fact that a pistol riot oc- 
curred in the court house during the trial 
of the case when Senator Van H. Voor- 
hees, of Indiana, was making a speech for 
the defense. Hobert Little was shot ana 
killed by James H. Arnold in Little’s law 
office. Both were prominent, and some 
of the most distinguished lawyers in 
Kentucky and adjoining states were em- 
ployed for the defense. 

Governor McCreary is Known through- 
out the state under the sobriquet of ‘Oily 
Jeemes,’’ the name having been applied 
by the brilliant politician-writer Dan O. 
Sullivan at the time McCreary was (de- 
féated for the senate by Blackburn, the 
present democratic senator from Ken- 
tucky. The name was applied in sar- 
castic reference to McCreary s smooth 
politician methods and shining bald pate. 
Sullivan in writing of McCreary's§ de- 
parture from the capital after his defeat, 
said: ““Ofty Jeemes drifted away with 
not a hair ruffied.’”’ Governor McCreary 
is Known from one end of Kentucky to 
the other by his suave manner of ad- 
dressing his constituency, and for the 
smooth, way in which he avoids express- 
ing a decided opinion on publi¢ questions 
before he has felt the public pulse on the 
matter. In addition to his law practice, 
Governor McCreary is a banker and 
something of a capitalist. He owns prop- 
erty in his home town of Richmond, and 
nas several southern plantations. While 
in congress he made a reputation as a 
hard-working member, and never ‘failed 
to respond to the smallest request from 
any man, democratic or republican, in 
the entire eighth district. 


“King”? Cantrill. 

Judze Jam-s c. Cantri)l, who has 
achieved an almost national reputation 
as the presiding judge in the case of the 
Goebel murder accused, has never been 
defeated for any office for which he has 
stood. Judge Cantrill, in addition to hav- 
ing been lieutenant governor of Ken- 
tucky, hag been at various times a mem- 
ber of the state legislature and for the 
pest ten years has been the judge of a 
large circuit, including half a dozen coun- 
ties. In contrast to McCreary, who is 
short, rotund, slick and smiling, inva- 
riably attired in the black frock coat 
and high-heeled boots, made in ante-bel- 
lum style, Judge Cantrill is 6 feet 3 in 
height, grave, imposing. He dresses him- 
eclf with the idea of comfort more than 
of following any idea of form and the 
lcose line suit with the roll at the bottom 
of the trousers, which increased every 
time it came tack from the laundry, is 
well rememberec by every attendant at 
the Goebel trials. His somewhat brusque 
mrrner of calling to account the officers 
of the ccurt and of snapping off attor- 
neys earned him the title of**King Can- 
trill,” as he is now famillarly known 
throughout Kentucky. Judge Cantril! is 
aman of means who can and will put 
money into his race, and this promises 
tc make the race the more exciting, as 
McCrecry is equally as well equipped in 
this respect. 

David H. Smith, who, with Charles’ K. 
Wheeler, will divide the vote of westérn 
Kentucky, has been fighting political bat- 
tles for twenty-five years. He was made 
county attorney of Larue fully a quarter 
of a century ago and has been in active 
relitics ever since. He was a member of 
the lower house in the state legislature 
and later served for. eight years in the 
state senate. He was elected to congress 
in 1896 and has been twice reelected since 
that time. During the Goebel-Taylor cam- 
paign for governor. Congressman Smith 
had much to do with the direction of the 
demccratic campaigr. and was really the 
head ef the state central committee. al- 
though Allie W. Young was the nominal 
chairman. He is a shrewd politician in 
ail that the word iniplits and is a ready 
debater with a state reputation as a pur-

He 
was one of the committee to attend the 
mcnetary conference in Berlin, and, al- 
though he aired free silver views, his 
pesition did not suit rabid free silver men 
and he was defeated for the nomination 
at the next election. 

The other three candidates are attack- 
ing McCreary on the grounds that while 
chairman of the democratic campaign 
ecmmittee for the election of 1900 he used 
his power and party funds to foster nis 
senatorial aspirations. It is certain that 
while chairman of the committee, Mc- 
Creary completed an organization which, 
on the present status, may carry him in- 
to the senate. Still, it is never safe to 
predict what a Kentucky legisiature will 


There is doubt even as to the time when 
the first ballot in the race is to be taken. 
The constitution provides that the sena- 
tor is to be elected on the second Tues- 
day after the convening of the legisla- 
ture. The legislature will meet on Tues- 
dav. January 7, and the matter of wheth- 
er or not to count meeting day as the 
first Tuesday after convening and hold 
the election on January 14 or postpone it 
still farther and by not counting the 
Tuesday of meeting, place the election on 
January 21, is under discussion. In the 
election of Senator J. Cc. 8S. Blackburn 
ballots were taken on both days so that 
there could be no cavil of doubt as to the 
lection. 5 
y A feature in the race which has been 
lithe counted on, but which has loomed 
into prominence the last-few days is the 
influence on the various camdidates for 
governor and just now the woods is full 
of gubernatorial candidates. Recent an- 
nouncements have swelled the entry list 
until at this date, two years distant from 
an election, almest every section of the 
state has some man who wants to occu- 
py the executive mansion. ‘The latest can- 
didate in the field in John K. Hendricks, 
of Paducah. Cofonel Hendricks is a for- 
mer congressman from the first district 
and a man of great popularity <here. Mr. 
Hendricks entered congress by defeat- 
ing W. J. Stone, for ten years reapresen- 
tative from the district and a man of 
great popularity. Charies K. Wheeler, 
the present congressman from the first 
and: one of the four candidates for the 
democratic nomination for senate, de- 
feated Colonel Hendricks for the nomina- 
tion in 1896, sweeping the district by his 
magnificent oratory. For this reason 
there is little political love lost between 
the two.men. Hendricks is one of the 
most popular men in his district and with 
Wheeler out of the senatorial race could 
do as much as the next man with the 


‘legislators from that district and with 


the Wheeler strength in general. He is, 
tnerefore, in a position to do one of the 
other candidates a marked good turn and 
win his strongest support for governor 
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if the chances of the race put Wheeler 
out of it. As it will be so evidently to 
Hendricks’ interest to bring about this 
result. it will not be surprising if Wheeler 
finds his cause much weakened by this 
announcement of the Paducalr man for 
governor. Colonel Hendricks was one of 
the most prominent of the counsel for 
the prosecution In the trial of ihe Goebel 
murder accused 
Watterson and Governorship. 

Hon. Henry Watterson, the editor of 
The Courier-Journal, who is also an an- 
nounced candidate for fovernor, is also 
represented on the ground by numerous 
admirers, who want to get out of the 
senatorial contest everything that will ad- 
vance his interests in the race two years 
hence. Governor Beckham will also be 
a candidate for reelection, as he thinks 
he has a claim for a full term after he 
has served out the unexpired term of the 
dead governor into whose shoes he step- 
ped. Attorney General Robert Breckin- 
ridge, or rather ex-Attorney General Rob- 
ert Breckinridge, under the decision of 
the court of appeals, is also one of the 
strongest of the announced candidates, 
He is very popular in the ranks of the 
party and the sympathy aroused by his 
being ousted from his office will also work 
in his favor. Then the Hon. E. H. Tay- 
Tor, Jr., the noted distiller, whose home 
is in Frankfort, although not an an- 
nounced candidate, will be in the race be- 
fore many months have gone. He has 
an extensive acquaintance’ throughout 
the state and numé@rous friends and be- 
sides has the intimate acquaintance with 
state politics and politicians which is the 
inherent trait of every citizen of Frank- 
fort without distinction of sex. 

With this lively bunch of gubernatorial 
candidates, all well represented by friends 
and a}! anxious to turn the trick which 
will make the next United States sena- 
ton their everlasting fiend, all scheming 
to determine the direction of the politi- 
cal wind and forecast it; all anxious to 
jump into the band wagon and play the 
big horn, there cam be no reason to doubt 
that the democratic caucus set for the 
night of January 6 will be one of the 
warmest ever known in state political his- 
tory or will be so cut and dried as to be 
absolutely without interest.

well as.at other times and have nat felt 
uncomfortable. 

This place was first settled by the Span- 
iards in 1635. With the exception of fifty- 
five years between 1662 and [7l7, it was 
occupied continuously by them until they 
got out to make way for the Americans. 
It was always the commercial center of 
these southern islands, and in its day 
was a more important point to the com- 
mercial world than was New York at the 
time. 

The Filipinos here have their own lan- 
guage. ft is not Tagalog @or is it the Vi- 
sayan lingo. They all speak Spanish, or 
rather a language built from the Span- 
ish by the adoption of words from the 
other Fifipino languages. 

From the ship as you come from out- 
side, the téwn presents an exceedingly 
pretty picture. There is né harbor to 
speak of, and the large ships Pave to an- 
ehor in. the open rbadstead, ere there 
is a tide as strong as eight or Mine knots 
an hour. As you walk up from the dock 
the first cross street is the C: de Ma- 


rina. Through the center of this runs 
an ever-flowing stream of fresh water— 
an aqueduct that is a monument to some 
early Spanish priest who carried through 
the enterprise of bringing water from a 
stream up in the mountains down through 
the city to the fort. Great palms and 
other trees, such as grow in the tropics, 
line the street. The aqueduct is crossed 
by stone bridges In many places. Along 
this street and one just beyon.] and par- 
allel with it are the large houses of the 
wealthy Filipinos and those in which the 
proud Castilian conquerors once lived. 
Several of these are now used as quar- 
ters for our officers and offices at which 
is transacted the business of the post. 

This is headquarters of the 4epartment 
of Mindanao, General George W. Davis 
commanding. Major Pettit, who was col- 
onel of the Thirty-first, and for a long 
time military governor here, is still here 
on special duty, and Major Jack Pershing, 
who was his adjutant when the Thirty- 
first made jts splendid record, is collect- 
or of customs, being detailed fo that duty. 
Colonel Ward, a Nashville man, is in 
command of the regiment now stationed 
here. 7 

Naturally my chief interest has been 
in the Moros, for this is a people entire- 
ly different from any others with whom 
we have been thrown. I have explained 
the racial differences. They are a differ- 
ent people in appearance, in dregs, in their 
mode of living, in every way from the 
Filipinos, vou cannot tell the difference 
between the Tagal and the Visayan—at 
least the casual observer cannot: but no 
man could mistake a Moro. 

His skin, for one thing, is more of a 
reddish brown. His garb is tn some re- 
spects like those of other Mohammedans 
—a sort of mongrel costume as he is a 
sort of mongrel Mohammedan. Once tn 
a while vou see a tarbush ‘or fez These 
are few, however. Most of the men wear 
turbans, though it is by no means the 
general thing, anid these are pretty poor 
excuses for turbans. Instead of the regu- 
lation turban which is Supposed to be 
long enough to become the wearer's 
winding sheet when the death time 
ccmes, these are jist bits of bright cloth, 
not over 3 feet in length usually, and 
they are bound around the head low 
down, !eaving the hair sticking through 
on top. The tew who have been to Mecea 
build up turbans to a sort of peak, which 
is decicedly distinctive. 

The flowing robes of the Egyptian 
fellah, the broad baggy “bloomers” of 
the Turk and the Arab, give way here 
to the tightest trousers | have ever seen. 
Even in the days when stylish Ameri- 
cans Vere supposed to be meited into 
their trousers there was no such tight- 
ness as this. How the Moro men ever 
get into these is a mystery. ‘I'he only 
solution that | could suggest is that they 
have their brecches sewed on them and 
never remove them afterwards tntil they 
are 80 worn that another pair is an ab- 
solute necessity. Around the waist is a 
sash -n bright colors, usually dirty. A 
jacket, also tight and built somewhat on 
the pajama idea, completes the costume. 
Among the poorer ciasses there is oniy 
a shirt. The boy who has an undershirt 
that some soldier nas discarded is happy. 

The women wear loose trousers or the 
sarong—presumabDly both. The sarong '!s 
a broad piece of colored cloth which 
they catch at their waists. They com- 
plete the covering with a sort of bolero 
jacket. Unlike other Mohammedan coun- 
tries, the men here allow their women 
to show their faces. Long gxperience has 
doubticsas teught them that the faces of 
these women are their greatest protec- 
tions. 

The Moros live near the water in bam- 
boo and nipa huts, out of which there 
are usually half a dozen children peeping. 
Just how mWany ‘amilies ocevpy one of 
these huts it would be difficult to say. 
The liittie chiidren run about in the garb 
that came at their birth, but at 5 or 6 


they begin to take on clothes. 

Especially worthy of note are the Moro 
boats. These are called vintas. ‘They 
vary in size from the little canoe capabie 
ct holding only two people to the larg=* 
boats upon which families live and die. 
These latter have a covering of bamboo 
over the stern and carried well forward. 
All of them hav? outriggers on both 
sides. ‘They are exceedingly narrow, but, 
unlike the Filipino bancoes, they are 
made of boards, not hewn trom a single 
piece cf timber. They are invariably 
decorated with pretty elaborate scroll 
work and carvings in wood. They show 
a dist‘nct advance in boat.building skill 
from the banco of th: Filipino which, 
like the canoe of our own Indians, is 
simply a big log hollowed out. 

I have spent most otf my time here in 
the Moro town because, as | have said, 
it is here that a new type of the adopt- 
ed American is to be found. A large 
market is at the end of the main streer, 
‘This is worth rem ‘nbering for the many 
kinds of fish exhibited tor sale. There 
are many tropical fruits and vegetabl®, 
much queer-looking ‘go9,’’ that it would 
be worth a m@n’'s life to tackle, and fish 
without limit. ‘ne Moros live almost en- 
tirely upon fish. ‘Ihey will eat nothing 
that has been handied by a Christian, 
but in their own houses are hospitable. if 
a stranger cr an acquaintance Puts him- 
self under the protection of a Moro as his 


host, he will tight to the death in his 
Suest’s interest. 


The Mindanao Moros. 


One thing more about the Mindanao 
Moros. ‘They are, as i héve SAld, exceed- 
inly friendly with the Americans as 
things now stand { can see no possibil- 
ity of danger unless there is an effort to 
tamper with their religion; but ir this 
should be done, the Moros are iikely to 
be prepared, While 4 belleve | would 
rather have a Moro shoot at me than te 
come at me with cne of their murderous 
Knives, they are gradually getting hold 
of all the guns they can. Majc} Henry 
who has seen much service on this island. 
tells me of having recently made a trip 
up the Rio Grande trom Cottabatto with 
the three most powerful dattoes on the 
island, Mandi, Piang and Alt. They went 
to Piang’s house, which is about 46 miles 
up the river from Cottabatto. Une re- 
sult of the visit was the discovery that 
Piang has several excellent cannon and 
several thousand rifies stored about his 
fremises. it is believed the other dattos 
are getting ‘heeled’ in the same sweet 
way. hey are evidently preparing to 
take care of themselves-if it should be 
necessary—prepare themselves tor trouble 
with one another, or if such a time should 
come, for trouble with the Americans. 

They believe in fighting, and they be- 
ileve in themselves. Whcn Colonel Pettit 
was military governor he was courtmar- 
tialed because Midel, who was then the 
alcalde, had quietly killed a prisoner 


.whom Pettit had turned cover to him. The 


story of the courtmartia!l is an old one 
not worth retelling; Pettit was acquitted. 
As soon as they heard that he wag to be 
tried, Mandi and other dattos sent him 
word to this effect: “You have a certain 
number of men, we have several thou- 
sand Moros; if you say the word, we wiil 
join with you and sweep these fellows 
who want to try you clear off the island.” 

And they would have done it. 

Despite all these things, however, ] feel 
confident that there can be trouble with 
the Moros only on the score of religion. 
if it comes it will furnish a merry time 
for a good Many more soidiers than there 
are now in the Philippines; if it comes, it 
will be of our own making. We can hold 
this island in peace, but to do so we must 
let the Mogos govern themselves and we 
must refrain Irom monkeying with their 
religion. 4

“The Kyle Courtmartial in Mont- 
gomery Takes This Turn, | 


@he Record of the Prosecuting Offi- | 


cer in Spanish: War, in National 
Guard and as Candidate 
for Colonel Is Severely 
Arraigned. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 5.—(Special.) 
The Kyle courtmartial, so far as the ev- 
idence is concerned, has been rather an 
attack on Higdon than a prosecution of 
the defendant. This resuited from the 
fact that the whole case for the pros- 
ecution rests in the charges themselves 
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COLONEL HIGDON, 
By whom charges were preferred 
against Lieutenant Colonel Kyle. 
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and the exhibits which accompany them. 
The prosecution has had only to prove 
the issuance of the orders alleged to have 
been disobeyed and the receipt of the 
Kyle letter by Higdon. 

Kyle's defense to the charges of digo- 
bedience is simply that he was holding 
court at the time of the May inspection. 
was no law requiring 
the duty at his hands: while at the time 
pf the camp he was‘in New York ill. 

The charges of disrespect and unbe- 
coming conduct involved in the letter he 
answers first by declaring the letter un- 
official. That, however, is a matter of 
law and not of evidence. The court ruled 
out one letter marked unofficial, and the 
inference is clear that if it decides this 
one to be unofficial, the charges will fall 
to the ground. 

If the letter is viewed es official, then 
Kyle falls. back on the plea of justitica- 
tien, and under this head he is underta«x- 
ing to prove the truth of his allegations 
end the provocation at the hnunds of 
Higdon. 

Thus it has happened that the whole 
course of the testimony has taken the 
fcrm of an attack on Higdon, whose ree- 
crd in the Spanish war, in the national 
guard and as a candidate .fcr colonel, 
lidg been severely arraigned. 

Court Has Been Liberal. 

The court has been extremely liberal in 
€llowing either side to bring in almost 
anything it wished that had any bearing 
at all on the case. Judge Kyle is yet to 
testify. The previous course of the pro- 
ceedings indicate that he will dao no 
more than corr aia ite and emnhasize ey- 
idence already 

Progress has bee ‘n slow because the tes- 
timony of each witness has been read 
over to him for ccrrection, consuming 
nearly the whole time on Saturday. It 
is hoped that Judge Kyle's testimony can 
be concluded and corrected on Friday 
next and the argument reached not ‘later 
than Saturday afternoon.

Effort Has Been Placed on Foot in | 


Mississippi. | 


FOLLOWS CHARGES OF FRAUD 


Demand Has-Grown General for Re- 
vision, but Political Combines 
Will Oppose It. 


: 
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Jackson, Miss, January 5.—(Special.)— 
An effort has been placed on foot to sup- 
press any attempt to pass a new primary 
election law at the session of the legis- 
lature. It begins. tg look like a battle 
royal on the. subject wi} be fought in 
case a new set of laws are recommended 
in the governor's message. 

For the past two years there have been 
charges of wholesale frauds being prac- 
ticed in primary élections in Mississipp!. 
The demand has become quite general for 
a revision of the existing laws so as to 
restrict suffrage by preventing ineligibles 
from voting and to prevent fraud in the 
count, and also to provide that all pri- 
maries be held on the same day. 

Political combinations have been fre- 
cently formed, however, which have 
caused politicians who have heretofore 
advocated a revision of the laws at the 
c&ming session to take an opposite stand 
on the question. They are now urging 
against ‘legislative action with as much 
vehemence as they have advocated it in 
the past. The senatorial fights in 1908 
have become sharply mixed up in the 
question and political interests heretofore 
either.passive or directly opposed to each 
other have become so aligned as to ren- 
der it very doubtful whether a new pri- 
mary law can be passed.

SIRUP SLUMP IS TEMPORARY | 


Explanation of the Situation Given 
by Johnson Williams. 


ees 


FREEZE INJURED SEED CANE 


As a Consequence the Amount of 
Sirup Made Was Larger, Flood- 
ing the Market. 


Columbus, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Johnson Williams, president of the Wil- 
ltams Manufacturing Company, is confi- 
dent that the present slump in the price 
of sirup is only temporary in its nature. 
Mr. Williams has given the subject close 
study, and his judgment and experience 
will make his views along this line of in- 
terest. 

“The present low price, comparatively 
speaking, for sifiif- ts only temporary, 
he said, Gisct@sing the situation. 

“In the recent freezes in south Georgia 
much of the cane which it had _ been 
planned to lay aside for seed was injured 
to the extent that it could not serve as 
seed cane. While uscless as seed cane, it 
was not affected so far as sirup making 
purposes were concerned, and most of it 
was ground up and made excellent sirup. 
Thus the amount of sirup made was 
much larger than had been anticipated, 
due to the circumstancés, and the market 
was temporarily flooded with it. This is 
what drove sirup down from 33 and 35 
cents to 27 cents per gallon. 

“This unfortunate freeze not only had 
the effect of temporarily reducing the 
price of sirup, but it will also result in 
making seed cane very scarce and cor- 
respondingly high.” 

Mr. Williams is convinced that Georgia 
sirup will command fine prices from now 
on. The general tendency in this section 
is to increase the cane acreage.

Comparatively few of us possess the 
moral stamina to refuse an offer like 
the one made to Mr. Marconi, and not 
even the consciousness of our own 
limitations would prevent us from ea- 
gerly grasping it if we felt that by 
any possibility we could manage to 
get through alive. But we take it 
that the reason for the great Italian 
wizard’s refusal to go upon the lec- 
ture platform was due less to the con- 
sciousness of his own limitations than 
to the compelling influence of an all- 
powerful ambition, which covetous of 
higher things than the mere accumula- 
tion of money, disdained to sacrifice 
the nobler claims of humanity upon 
the altar of self. In this age of mam- 
mon worship, when the multitudes are 
crazed with the eager desire to get 
rich regardless of the means by which 
this goal is to be reached, and when 
there are so few of us who exemplify 
the divine altruism of the new com- 
mandment, it is truly refreshing to 
witness the spectacle of one who is 
too deeply absorbed in the work of 
serving others to turn aside for the 
purpose of promoting his own selfish 
interests. , 

If we thought well of Mr. Marconi 
before his refusal to accept the offer 
of the lecture bureau we think still 
more of him now because we recog- 
nize in him more of the inherent man- 
liness of character which alone consti- 
tutes the basis of real greatness.

Slavery in the Philippines. 

The New Orleans Picayune has been 
searching military reports from the 
Philippines to ascertain conditions 
there regarding slavery. It gets its 
facts from the reports of General 
MacArthur and his subordinates. Gen- 
eral W. A. Kobbe, commanding the de- 
vartment of Mindanao and Jolo, says: 

It se®ms advisable to repeat in this re- 
port that slavery, as the term is usually 
understood, does not exist among the 
Moros, and to add that radical and com- 
prehensive measures to abolish it would 
at this time be premature and not effec- 
tive. The slaves beiong to the same race 
as the masters, appear to live with them 
on equal social terms, and, as far as 
known, have no hard labor to perform. 
The.people are improvident, and when in 
one section or another there is famine 
may sell their children for food. It has 
been heretofore impossible to obtain an 
estimate of the number of slaves held 
anywhere or to get any other information 
regarding them, not because of unwilling- 
ness to furnish it, but because, apparert- 
ly, of ignorance or an indiffefence to an 
institution that is without well-defined 
regulations and that has taken no very 
deep roots among them. 

The few slaves who seek the proteetion 
of our troops invariably receive it, and 
all Filipinos, men and women, who were 
captured during the period between the 
departure of the Spaniards and the ad- 
vent of the Americans have been order-. 
ed returned, and are now with their peo- 
ple. 

Colonel James S._ Pettit, command- 
ing the second district of Mindanao 
and Jolo, reports as to slavery: 

The people who are Moros are Moham- 
medans, and the Koran, as interpreted by 
the Pauditas, is their basis of actiaep.

Courts and Contempts.

Respect' 
for courts is ingrained in the Anglo-Saxon 
character. So long as a court deserves to be 
reverenced, the reverence wiil be forthcom- 
ing with an even hand, owing nothing to poli- 
ticlans or powerful financial interests, need 
fear that anvbody whose esteem is worth 
having will hold him in contempt. Judges 
of any other kind cannot command respect, 
and it would be lamentable were respect ac- 
corded then. 

A judge is entitled to just that amount of 
reverence which his character and ability 
brings him, and ne more, adds Mr. Hearst. 
Anything in addition to a blind and slavish 
and superstitious worship that is undemo- 
cratic, out off keeping with the American 
theory of the relation of the citizen to courts 
and the worshipers. 

The power of the courts needs to be as 
jealously guarded against as any other offi- 
cilai power. The judge who cannot endure 
criticism, or who is over-quick to resent it, 
is precisely the judge who stands in greater 
need of criticism and will always bear watch- 
ing.

the short term, which will be filled by 
appointment by the governor. 

Judge Hart desires it distinctly under- 
stood that he does not wish the appoint- 
ment for the short term, and has not only 
never made any application for it, but 
has informed Governor Candler that he 
did not wish to be considered in that con- 
nection. It is not known whom the gov- 
ernor will appoint, but he will unques- 
tionably select some able bhawyer who can 
best subserve the interests of the state. 

The indications are now that Judge 
Hart will have a. walkover in his race. 
There has been some talk of opposition, 
two or three parties having been men- 
tioned in connection with the office. For 
different considerations, however, all of 
those spoken of have determined not to 
enter the race, and it is now believed 
Judge Hart will be nominated for the 
office by the democratic convention with- 
out opposition. 

Speaking of Judge Hart's candidacy, 
The Cuthbert leader says: 

“We hope that Judge John C. Hart will 
succeed J. M. Terrell’as attorney general. 
Being personally acquainted with Judge 
Hart, we are confident as to his fitness 
for that responsible position.”’ 


FITE MUST SHOW CAUSE. 


HE supreme court on Saturday issued 
T a rule nisi calling on Judge A. W. 
Fite, of the Cherokee circuit, to show 
cause on January 20 why he should not 
sign a bill of exceptions pendente lite tn 
the case of Joe Strickland and others. 

The case presents an interesting situa- 
tion. Joe Strickland and another de- 
fendant were convicted of a misdemeanor 
in Judge Fite’s court. A motion for new 
trial was filed and a supersedeas was 
asked for until the matter could be de- 
termined. Judge Fite refused to allow 
the supersedeas, but sentenced both the 
defendants to the chaingang. 

Counsel for the defendants then tender- 
ed a bill of exceptions pendente lite, ex- 
cepting to the refusal of the court to 
grant a supersedeas. Judge Fité refused 
to certify this bill of exceptions. Then 
he overruled the motion for new trial, and 
a main bill of exceptions was filed toa 
this decisicn. In the main bill of excep- 
tions was incorporated the bill of excep- 
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tions pendente lite, and Judge Fite re- 
fused to certify this bill of exceptions 
unless the pendente lite exceptions were 
stricken. “4

IMPROVEMENT IS SHOWN 
IN THE FOREIGN MARKETS 


London, January 5.—The atmosphere on 
the London stock exchange has beén 
more cheerful since the beginning of the 
year than tor a long while past. The 
activity which developed the resumption 
of business January 2 was greatly aided 
by the abundance of money with which 
a stringent money market has recently 
énd suddenly become flooded. Profes- 
sional operators were naturally anxious 
for a rise, and did their utmost to foster 
the boom, but however good were the 
promises upon which the predicted ad- 
vance was based, the public thus f&r has 
not been responsive. This hesitancy is 
due equally to the lack of faith and to 
the lack of cash with which to speculate. 
Until the public cafi be reenthused, the 
boom is bound to drag. 

The greatest vitality at the close of the 
last week was exhibited by kaffirs. This 
vitality was based not so much upon the 
genuine hope of the proximity of peace 
as the belief that the completion of the 
block houses would soon render Johann 2s- 
burg safe for miners, whether the war 
stops or not. There was considerable ac- 
tivity in DeBeers on reorganization, but in 
conservative opinion current quotations 
are quite as high as the reorganized 
prospects warrant. It is alleged in some 
quarters that much of the buying of 
DeBeers has been on American account. 

The American gection of the stock ex- 
change showed little acjual business. 
American quotations perfunctorily follow 
New York prices. There has béen 60 
much talk, however, of the high point 
having been overreached in the United 
States that investors here have grown 
decidedly cautious. 

Copper continyes to be an unsolved 
question. In spite of the talk of a fur- 
‘ther drop, it is a point that substantial in- 
terests here have sufficient money and 
faith to buy liberally on every decline, so 
a serious break is not likely unless there 
are unexpected developments in the 
United Statcs. : | 

Both in Germany and-France the out- 
look for the new year is more hopeful. 
There is considerable money in Paris 
awaiting’ only some encouraging iead to 
seek investment.

BURGLARY AND VANDALISM 
COMMITTED BY THEM 


Gang Raided F. G Byrd’s Bicycle De- 
pot and Wrecked Bicycles and 
Books—Charley Deep, an 
_ Arab, Arrested as 

Leader of Gang. 


A gang of discharged bicycle boys bur- 
giarized F. G. Byrd's bicycle depot, No. 
88 Peachtree street, and destroyed the 
books and cut up all the bicycle tires 
‘in the place. : 

The cause of this vandalism was the 
discharge of the -white boys and the em- 
ployment of negroes in their places last 
week. 

Byrd says he was forced to employ ne- 
gro teys in the place of the whites, as 
the latter were ruining his business. An- 
other bicycle messenger service had taken 
the same step for the same reason. 

Last night Charlie Deep, an Arab, about 
1h years of age, and the alleged ‘‘King 
of the Messengers,’’ was arrested on the 
charge of being the leader of the gang 
which committed the burglary and depre- 
dation. Deep denied his guilt and says he 
was at home asleep when the burglary 
was committed. 

The affair has oeen investigated by De- 
tective Simpson and Patrolman Dobbins, 
and they say they believe that Deep led 
“, the burglars. 
= For several days the plan to make a 
“raid on Byrd's place of business was 
discussed. by the white messengers, but 
the deed required leadership and no one 
could be found bold enough to attempt 
this raid. 

Saturday night, howéver, the gang was 
orginized about 12:30 o'clock and the place 
was entered by smashing a front plate- 
glass window. Once inside, the boys 
made haste to vent their spleen on their 
former employer. They ripped open all 
the bloiycle tires in the store and then 
tore u_ all books and papers found in 
the office. r 

Preparing for the Raid. 

Before the burglary was committed 
there were several calls sent into No. 
194%the ‘phone in the office of Byrd’s mes- 
senger. service. Each time the caller 
would merely wait long enough to as- 
certain if any one was in the office. The 
manager suspected that something was 
wrong and learned from the central tel- 
ephone Office that the calls had all come 
from the office of another bicycle mesA&_n- 
ger service. This was quickly reported to 
the police, and at the office from where 
the messages had come a large crowd of 
boys discharged by Byrd was found. 

The officers say they have learned that 
Charlie Deep was the leader, and they ar- 
rested him. They will arrest other mem- 
bers of the gang today. 

When seen last night by a reporter of 
The Constitution Byrd made the follow- 
ing statement: 

Byrd Makes a Statement. 

“It Is''true that I discharged the white 
boys and employed negro boys in their 
stead. I was forced to do this because 
the white boys had gone to stealing so I 
could not trust them. They not only stole 
money and packages intrusted.to them, 
but also nearly ruined my business by 
failing to carry messages because of long 
distances. It was in self-defense. I have 
employed negro boys of respéctable par- 
ents, and who have good recommenda- 
tions. I have found it is better for my 
patrons to have reliable negro boys than 
unreliable white boys. My place of busi- 
ness was burglarized and much damage 
done. I have placed the matter in the 
hands of the police and will let them take 
what steps they think best.”’ 

Arabian Boy’s Story. 


Charlie Deep was seen by the reporter 
at the police barracks. He stated in 
broken English that he had nothing to do 
with the burglary.’ 

Deep came to America and straight to 
Atlanta with his father, mother and sis- 
ter, about five years ago. He is an Arak, 
and was born in Beszerme, @ small town 
in the south of Arabia. His father and 
sister returned to Arabia about thWo years 

ago, promising to send after him and his 
mother, but so far have failed to do so. 
The boy picked up the American name of 
Charlie and has worked hard. He is 
said to have saved several hundred dol- 
lars. Although a hard worker he is not 
very orderly in his habits and has been 
in trouble before. His case will be heard 
in the recorder’s court aS sOon as the 
officers catch the others who are said to 
have been in the gang of burglars.

THE MEN WHO MAKE 
UP COUNCIL OF 1902 


Indications Point to Silence on 
Street Railway Matters—Ap- 
pointment.of Council Com- 
mittees Awaited with 
Interest. 


The city council of 1902 meets at 7:30 
o'clock this morning in its first regular 
session. The old council of 191 will be 
a thing of the past after the meeting at 
3 o'clock. The standing committees of 
last year have practically completed their, 
labors and will be disbanded. 

By far the greater share of interest 
in today’s session centers on the ap- 
pointment by Mayor Mims of his new 
committees. For the past ten days Mayor 
Mims has been confined at his home with 
a severe cold. During that time he has 
devoted the major portion of his time 
in the preparation of his annual mes- 
sage and in selecting the men who are 
to direct and have charge of the various 
branches of the city’s affairss Many sur- 
mises have been made in regard to the 
make up of ‘these committees, but as yet 
the mayor has given no intimation of 
just who he intends to appoint. 

Next to the announcement of the com- 
mittees, the reading of the annual mes- 
sage will attract greatest interest. It 
will be a voluminous document and will 
deal in detail with all the important 
events of the past year as well as mak- 
ing many suggestions -for the year to 
come. A considerable part of the mes- 
sage will be devoted to a history of the 
street railway situation, and it is no se- 
ecret that Mayor Mims will reply in full 
to the recent published statement of H. 
M. Atkinson in which he stated that 
the mayor was largely responsible for the 
failure of the city and the street railway 
interests to arrive at terms on which 
a consolidation could be had. He will 
urge that the city make a vigorous fight 
on the pending application for a charter 
of the Georgia Electric and Railway 


Company, recently made by Mr. Atkin- | 


son and others. 


No Protest Ti 
There was consider 1k some weeks 
ago of a formal pr being made by 
the council at today’s meeting urging the 
secretary of state to refuse the granting 
of the charter. City Attorney Mayson, 
it ts understood, urged such a plan. How- 
ever, it appears from the statement of 
the secretary of state, which was pub- 
lished some days ago, that he can enter- 
tain no protest provided the applicants 
comply with the general provisions, of 
the law. For this reason, it is not 
thought any such action will be taken. 
In fact, it is improbable that the street 
railway matter, which is now the. one 
subject of absorbing interest, will be 
touched on at today’s meeting. 

The election of a mayor pro tem. will 
also occur today. Alderman Harvey 
Johnson, who has held this position for 
the past year, it is generally understood, 
will have no opposition. Some time ago 
it was thought that Mr. Johnson would 
not allow the us¢ of his name, and Al- 
derman Welch was prominently mention- 
ed for the place. It is now known cat 
Mr. Welch is not a candidate. 

Three members of the board of health 
are also to be elected. The candidates 
are Dr. Charles Vaughn, Wheeler Man- 
gum and E. V. Carter. Neither has any 
opposition.

POLICE TELL THE STORY 


Station Master Armstrong Has 
Asked Police for a Written 
Report—Affair Is Much 
‘Talked Of. 


Police officers on duty at the union de- 
pot have been called upon for a written 
report to Station Master Armstrong about 
an occurrence at the depot during one of 
the severe cold spells a short while ago. 

Officers Cowan and Davis have stated 
that on a very cold night a number of 
people waiting to take early morning 
trains were ejected from the depot about 
1:30 o'clock in the morning, and among 
them were a man, his wife and four little 
children, who had no place to go. 

All except the family of six, the officer 


} State, went to hotels and boarding houses, 


but the family had to be taken care of 
by the police. 

This was thought to have been a se- 
vere rule at the depot and caused some 
talk. : 

It seems that Staticn Master Armstrong 
has taken the matter up and he has ask- 
ed for a written report from the officers. 

The officers state that Assistant Station 
Master John Wilson was in charge of the 
depot at the time. and that he caused the 
Passengers to be ejected from the waiting 
room, although most of them had tick- 
ets. 

The family of six specially spoken of 
had tickets to some point in Texas; their 
train left early in the morning and, 
as their means were limited, they had de- 
cided to remain all night in the depot, 
where it was warm and comfortable. 

It seems Wilson was following what ap- 
peared to be a custom at the depot, which 
was to close up the waiting rooms after 
a certain hour of the night. 

The depot officials are often bothered 
with loafers and idlers who make the 
waiting rooms their headquarters and it 
is claimed the only way to get rid of 
such loafers is to close up the waiting 
rcoms after all evening trains have left 
and then open it again early in the morn- 
ing. 

Whatever may have been the custom or 
the excuse for closing the waiting room, 
the officers think the ejectment of the 
people on such a cold night and the put- 
ting out into the street the family of six 
strangers was unnecessarily harsh. 

Station Master Armstrong has con- 
cluded that the matter is of enough im- 
portance to order an investigation, It is 
not known what view he will take of it 
cr whether he attaches any blame to his 
assistant. 

It is not the first time that complaint 
about the closing of the waiting room at 
night has been made and the outcome of 
the station master’s investigation will be 
watched with interest. The police officers 
will file a written report with him in a 
few days. 


SAVING ATLANTA CHILDREN. 


Four Boys Will Be Taken from the 
Streets to Industrial 
Home. 

Rev. W. E. Mumford, founder and presi- 
dent of the Georgia Industrial home, is 
in the city for a short stay. The Georgia 
Industrial home is located near Macon, 
on its farm of 200 acres in the heart of 
the country. It is less than three years 
old, started without capital stock. has no 
crganized backing, being entirely non-sec- 
tarian and yet it has cared for one hun- 
dred and twenty-five friendless children 
and has now over one hundred under its 
fostering care. 

The home is supported entirely by pri- 
vate benevolence, through the efforts of 
its founder. Its object is unique, as it is 
the only institution founded in Georgia 
that proposes primarily the rescue of the 
irresponsible and innocent children of 
destitute parents. 

Mr. Mumford is now in Atlanta for the 
purpose of looking after several boys 
who will enter the home this. week. 
Already ten children from Atlanta have 
entered the home to be saved from desti- 
tution and trained for useful lives.

Each application was ‘itterly 
fought by the opposition. After some 
months Mr. Atkinson succeeded in get- 
ting a street railway system in operation. 
Mr. Hurt got his lighting plant. Compe- 
tition was the cry. Then came Rints at 
consolidation. The bondholders of the 
two companies got together and the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company was 
absorbed by the Atkinson properties. 

Mr. Atkinson came to the city with a 
proposition looking toward consolidation. 
He offered $50,000 and 1 per cent of the 
gross receipts ger a period of five years. 
After a long hcraring this proposal was 
rejected and a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to arbitrate with Mr. Atkinson 
looking to a possible adjustment of pend- 
ing differences. This, too, proved fu- 
tile. 

The last move in the fight “was the 
application of Mr. Atkinson and others 
for a charter for the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company with a capital of $3.- 
000,000. This application has not yet come 
before the secretary of state for action. 
It is admitted that this application will 
be granted. However, the opinion of the 
city attorney and members of couricil] is 
that no consolidation can take place with- 
out the consent of council to make physi- 
cal connections of the two lines. 

It is this matter that will have to be 
grappled with by the incoming council. 

Old Council Meets. 

The last meeting of the old council will 
take place this afternoon at 3 o'clock. At 
this hour all matters yet to be disposed 
of will be taken up. As a matter of fact, 
it is not expected that any matters of con- 
siderable importance will come up, 
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PLANS FOR THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME 


Will Be Decided on by the 
Trustees at Their Annual 
Meeting Wednesday, 


BUILDING COMMITTEE TO 
HOLD MEETING TOMORROW 


Annwval Election of Officers Will Be 
Had at the Meeting of the Trus- 
tees—There Are Four Can- 
didates for Superin- 
tendent. 


The trustees of the Soldiers’ home will 
meet at the capitol at 10 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning. The building committce 
appointed snortly after the destruction 
of the home by fire will meet in Presi- 
dent W. L. Calnoun’s office tomorrow 
morning at’10 o’clock. 

The building committee is composed of 
President W. L. Calhoun, Colonel C. M. 
Wiley, of Macon: Hon. H. W. Bell, of 
Jefferson; Major W. T. Gary, of Augusta, 
and Judge W. F. Jenkins, of Eatonton. 
This committee was given full authority 
to accept plans for the rebuilding of the 
home, and to advertise for bids for con- 
structing it. The committee, however, 
will not make use of this authority, as 
tne board meets on Wednesday, and will 
simply recommend the plan whicn its 
members think should be adopted by the 
board. 

The building committee will have be- 
fore it four plans when it meets tomor- 
row. One of these, by Bruce & Morgan, 
is for the rebuilding of the home upon 
the old foundations and in a manner sim- 
ilar to the old building. The three other 
plans are cottage plans, many favoring 
this style. These were drawn by Walter 
Smith, B. A. Pugin and Mr. Stuart. The 
committee will carefully consider these 
plans and will recommend one of them 
to the trustees at their meeting Wednes- 
day. Sentiment_is about evenly divided 
between the old plan and the cottage plan, 
and it would be difficult to say, therefore, 
which is most likely to be adopted. 

Cost Must Be Within $25,000. 

Tne nome must be rebuilt at a cost of 
not more than $25,000. It was (first 
thought the. trustees would have more 
money to spend on it, but the legislature 
cut down the proposed appropriation by 
$5,000, which made it necessary to reluce 
the cost of building and equipping the 
home. The trustees will nave for tais 
purpose the $19,500 insurance money. 
about $4,500 from subscriptions and about 
$1,000 out of last year’s appropriation. 

“The trustees will decide upon a plan 
for the rebuilding of the home on 
Wednesday,’ President Calhoun said yes- 
terday, ‘“‘and we will advertise at once 
for bids. It is our idea to let thé contract 
at once and to proceed with the work as 
rapidly as possible. I believe we will 
have the house rebuilt within four 
months.”’ ° 

There are now about seventy veterans 
on the roll of the home, and many others 
are waiting to comer as soon as the 
new home is built. Some twelve or fif- 
teen of those now on the roll are oft 
on leave, the officers of tne home being 
inclined to let them go and come as they 
please, as they find more difficulty in 
providing for them at the present time 
than they did when they had the home. 

At the meeting of tne trustees on 
Wednesday, this being the annual meet- 
ing, the election of officers will be had. 
The officers of the board will all be re- 
elected, including President W. L. Cal- 
houn, Secretary W. H. Harrison and 
Treasurer Amos Fox. There are four 
applicants for the position of sup-rin- 
tendent of the home, including Superin- 
tendent J. N. Wilson, the incumbent. This 
is tne only position for which there is 
any material opposition.:

BIG IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


City Engineer’s Report Shows That 
Considerable Work Was Done 
Last Year. 

The cost of permanent improvements 
in Atlanta since 1880, according to City 
Engineer Clayton’s annual report, which 
will be filed with council today, has 
been $3,649,656.05. These improvements con- 
sist of sewers, streets paved and side- 

walks and curbing laid. 

The report contains the’ information 
that during 1901 exactly 5.53 miles of side- 
walks and curbing was laid in the city 
at a cost of $20,138.24, and that there is 
now in Atlanta 221.14 miles of sidewaiks 
and curbing which cost $729,947.02. 

During last year 1.28 miles of asphalt 
paving, at a cost of $76,668.51, was laid, and 
the permanent street paving, amounting 
to 63.39 miles, has cost $2,060,661.49. 

The mile of street paving last year 
did not increase because streets were re- 
paved instead of having been improved 
for the first time. 

In 191 4.29 miles of sewers were laid 
at a cost of $20,482.75. The city now has 
93.62 miles of sewers, which have cost 
$859,047.54. 

This report of the city engineer has 
been compiled, under his supervision,~by 
Assistant City Engineer Thomas Wilson, 
and it has been prepared In an excellent 
manuer, going into details regarding all 
the improvements made during the 
twelve months.

Commissioner of Public Works Makes Additional 
Statement in Which He Produces a Com- 
parison for Years 1900 and 1901. . 


HE statement furnished by former Commissioner of Public Works Wylie, 

je and published in The Constitution of yesterday, has drawn from Commis- 

sioner H. L. Collier a parallel column of figures indicating the work of 

the department for the two years, 1900 and 1901. This furnishes an interesting 
document in the colloquy between the commissioner and his predecessor. 

Commissioner Collier says: 

“The former commissioner's remarks as to my comments on the condition 
in which I found the public works department, and the inaccuracies of hig 
reports, etc., are to me amusing. 

“He regrets that my work for 1901 ‘fell so far short of his in 1900.’ 

‘“‘Now there is nothing so convincing as the much dreaded paralle] column 
argument. ‘It show do argify.’ | 

“But before making the two reports stand up side by side for inspection, 
let me make a remark concerning the makeup of the prison committee of 
council during 1990. Three better mcn do not exist—Hon. A. Q. Adams, Hon. 
J. L. Mayson and Dr. T. D. Longino, ali my personal friends and for whom I 
have the highest admiration. As men, perfect gentlemen; as officers, com- 
petent, conscientious and fearless; men wh» would not say anything that was 
in the least exaggerated. 

“When they examined the prison, it doubtless was in good condition. I 
know it so appeared, or they would not have so said—may have been bright- 
ened up for inepection. But when I assumed control such conditions did not 
exict, as cay be proven by several reputable witnesses. » 

“As to his prison report, claiming the error would have been against rather 

~ than to his benefit, 5,233 prison days extra would have enabled -hfm to account 
for some of the immense farm yield. 

“As to the forty pigs, ‘they were young and the weather cold. Some may 
have died and some may have been killed and eaten." Young pigs should not 
have been killed and eaten at a prison. If so, his report should have showed 
it—the number of pigs reduced and the cost of feeding prisoners increased.

PIPE LAID IN 1904 


Colonel Park Woodward’s Report Is 
Ready for Council. 


NEW MAINS ON THE GROUND 


A Total of 1,231 Fire Hydrants Are 
in Service Which Should, Ac- 
cording to Colonel Wood- 
ward, Receive More Care- 
ful Attention. 


Colonel Park Woodward, superintendent 
of the city water works department, has 
been busy during the past few days pre- 
paring his annual report, which 1s to be 
submitted to the board of water commis- 
sioners at the meeting to be held next 
Wednesday. When completed, the super- 
intendent’s repurt will be a voluminous 
document, and will contain much matter 
of interest to the public generally. 

The report will show that during the 
past year 15 miles and <64 feet of water 
mains have beeg laid in Atlanta, and that 
all the new pipe is on the ground ready 
to be laid at once, except that on Wood- 
Ward avenue and the Boulevard. ‘I'he 
System now has 1,607 new valves in op- 
eration, covering a territory of 124 miles. 


T Colonel Woodward calls particular atten- 


tion to these valves, and urges upon the 
Water board the necessity of having a 
Special Man to 100K after them. 

in ail there are 1,251 fire hydrants in 
Service, and these, he says, should be 
Siven caretul attention at ail _ times. 
vToionel Woodward says that too otten 
careiess persons are aiiowed to use these 
Nydranis, and, aS a consequence, tney get 
of order. He thinks this particutar 
Matter should be better reguiated in fu- 
ture, 

Mention Is made of the new pipe yard 
Which has been establisned on a rented 
lot adjoining the property on. which is 
located the uvepartments snops. Colonel! 
Woodward suggesis that this pipe yard 
be purchased, as it is of great value to 
the Gepartment. He points out that Chat- 
tahcochee avenue is in a deplorable con- 
dition, owing to the heavy rains recently, 
and says that the new #0-inch main on 
that street is in danger on account ot 
washcuts that have lett the pipe exposed 
in several places. He recommends that 
the county commissionr\rs be prevailed 
upon to make the necessary fills on Chat- 
tahoochee avenue, 

Also, Colonel Woodward commends 
Messrs. Wiliiam and J. W. Kapp for their 
able and efficient service during the past 
tweive months; in fact, since they be- 
came connected with the water works 
department, and recommends that the 
salary of each be increased to $1,5% in the 


future,

‘WORK OF THE PARK BOARD 


BROUGHT GREAT RESULTS 


HE park commission has completed 
| its report for the year 1901, and the 
document will be read at the meet- 
ing of council next Monday. The report 
is rendered by W. T. Moyers, president 
of the board, and discloses a satisfactory 
condition of the public parks of Atlanta. 
The report shows that vast improve- 
ments have been made and that the park 
is more poplar resort than ever before in 
its history. 

The commission was appropriated $16,- 
500 last year. Of this sum 4.,000 was used 
to pay on outstanding debt; $15,313.66 used 
for expenses, and $156.54 returned to the 
city: treasury. The report in fui fol- 
lows:

Yhis appropriation was smaii, insignifi- 
cant compared to the amount that nmugat 
have been advantageousiy used, but we 
realized the needs of the: ci.y in other 
directions and the condition of the treas- 
ury and determined to do the best possi- 
ble wichin the limits fixed. Although 
the expenses of our deparignent were 
greatly increased by the creation of the 
new park, and by the piacing of the city's 
trees under our care, we have succeeded 
not only in meeting all necessary charges, 
but have put existing parks in better 
condition than ever before, and added 
more new improvements fhan were ever 
made in one year. There is a surplus of 
all supplies on hand, including sufficient 
lumber and brick for a new and much 
needed barn. This has been accomplish- 
ed not only by the-exercise of economy, 
but by the united judgment and labor 
of the entire park commission and the 
force under it. 

It is unfortunate that a city sewer 
should have, in times past, been allowed 
to extend through L. P. Grant park. This 
matter was thrust upon our consideration 
early in the year by the defective condi- 
tion of the sewer and its offensive exhala- 
tions. Had it been possible, without great 
loss to the city and inconvenience to citi- 
zens, it would .have. been closed entirely 
by us. As the next best thing the city, 
at our request, replaced this insufficient 
sewer by a 3-foot brick sewer, without 
openings. Under regulations then made, 
no connections can be made thereto 
through the park for other than park 
purposes. The erection in tae north end 
of said park of a public comfort building 
is rendered possible by this sewer and 
this with the public. comfort building now 
in the south end, will render unneces- 
sary the numerous surface closets, which 
are unsightly, and the maintenance of 
which is a serious drain upon the sani- 
tary department. When this new public 
comfort building and an additidn to the 
refreshment stand, or casino, and the new 
barn, shall have been erecsged, no addi- 
t'enal structures in the park wil! ever be 
needed, in the judgment of the commis- 
sion. The chief beauty of this park !s 
natural beauty. The future work here 
may be confined to the care of that which 
nature has so lavishly given, and will 
consist mainly in the preservation of 
trees, flowers, springs and brooks and 
the improvement of drives, walks and 
drains. 

The entire park should be inclosed for 
the protection of itself and the city’ 
property within it. An iron fence, with 
convenient gateways will enhance, rather 
than detract from its~beautv, will pre- 
vent improper and general ingress and 
egress and permit its cultivation and pres- 
ervation to the boundary lines... Indeed, 
the inclosure of this park is desirable 
from the standpoint of economy and for 
many other reasons. 

The receipts from the cyeclorama, which, 
of course, are converted directly into the 
city treasury. amounted to $3,904, as re- 
ported to us by the superintendent. This 
exceeds the receipts of any previous 
year. The office of lecturer was abolish- 
ed by our board, the use of descriptive | 
circulars having béen found entirely sat- 
isfactory, thus saving the: city $500 per 
annum. 

The visitors to Ju. P. Grint park during 
1901 numbered 1,170,000. ‘So far as known 
not One crime was committed in its bor- 
Gers. The few offenses were irivial and 
the arrests necessary were so few as hard- 
ly to be noticed by the police department. 
This remarkeble record is not merely in- 
dicative »f thorough police surveillance, 
it is chiefly significant as indicating the 
high standard of our citizenship and the 
refining influences of such places of rec- 
restion and emusenAnt. 

The movement recently inaugurated by 
his honor, the mayor, for the erection of 
a monument to the late Colonel L. P. 
Grant, a citizen beloved and lamented of 
all, is heartily commended. Its plan has 
been approved by this and previous 
boards. To place this monument sa the 
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President of the Park Commis$ion. 
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principal entrance of the park ich 
bears his name would be fit ind aaat It 
should not be forgotten, however, that 
this park itself igs his best monument. 
and its proper appreciation and care will 
attest municipal reyerence for his mem- 
ury.

Within a few years a system of parks 
will be not merely a luxury. but a neces- 
Sitv for Atlanta, as necessary aS a sys- 
tem of water works. Fresh air is as es- 
sential to health and comfort as fresh 
water, and a city, like a house, must 
have windows for ventilation. Our city is 
being built of great piles of stone, brick 
and metal, towering in close order, upon 
both sides of narrow, rock paved streets. 
These clasp and hold the hot rays of our 
southern sun, and there can be only one 
result—excess of heat. The special provi- 
dence which watches over the heedless 
and indifferent has foreseen this. ap- 
proaching condition and we find ourselves 
provided with what may be made at 
slight cost the most perfect and magnifi- 
cent of park systems. The 360 acres of 
woods and water, known as Lakewood, 
is the property of the city, and is an 
ideal place. Another park on the north 
side and Lakewood on the south, added to 
the existing parks, connected by a drive, 
would render Atlanta the city beauti- 
ful, and keep her the city héalthful and 
comfortable. The entire cost Of purchase, 
improvement and maintenance could be 
compassed by a comparatively small an- 
nual appropriation’ for a few years, and 
no investment of ten times this amount 
will yield equal returns. Lakewood is 
under lease to private parties, which will 
not expire for three’years. If this prop-

THIS COMMITTEE 
ERECTED VIADUCT 


Report ef Bridge Committee Is One of 
Great Importance. 


SUGGESTIONS ARE MADE 


Forsyth Street Bridge and WNelson 
Street Bridge in Need of Re- 
pairs—Others Need a Coat 
of Paint. 


The bridge committee in its annual re- 
port to council declares that the erec- 
tion of the Whitehall street viaduct has 
resulted in improvements, the character 
and extent of which have never before 
been approached in any immediate lo- 
cality during any year in the history of 
Atlanta’s marvelous growth. 

The committee makes some important 
recommendations in the report, which, in 
full, is as follows: 

To the Mayor and General Council: The 
construction of the viaduct over the rail- 
roads at Whitehall street crossing, and 
the erection of new modern buildings in- 
cident thereto comprises important im- 
provements, the character and extent of 
which have never before been approacued 
in any immediate locality during any year 
within the history of Atlanta’s marvelous 
growth. 

The completion of this enterprise marks 
a distinctive epoch in the history of At- 
lanta. In the very center of the city an 
unsightly and dangerous situation has 
been transformed into a scene of magnifi- 
cent structures, an attractive business lo- 
cality and a thoroughfare of convenience 
and safety, connecting together the north 
and south sides of Atlanta. 

The great importance of this work must 
impress itself upon any who will ob- 
serve the constant volume of people pass- 
ing over the viaduct from early morn 
until late in the night. 

The plans and specifications of the via- 
duct were prepared by Capfain R. M. 
Clayton, city engineer, and the work of 
building has progressed under his imme- 
diate supervision and subject to his ap- 
proval.

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At St. Mark Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, the pastor, Dr. Alonzo 
Monk, preached at the afternoon hour 
from the text, “Be thou faithful unto 
death and I will give thee a crown of eter- 
nal life,” Revelations ii, 10. 

He said in substance: 

“One has a narrow view of human na- 
ture who would shut up human life in the 
fleeting moments of but three score years 
and ten. Man is not born to die, and by 
dying to end the soul’s full existence. We 
cannot die, man is essentially immor- 
tal. Our Savior was gentler with us, 
gentler than the gentlest mother. He took 
care to tell us, ‘Lay not up for your- 
selves treasure upon earth, but lay up 
for yourselyes treasures in heaven, for 
where the treasure is there will the heart 
be also.’ His plain meaning was we are 
to go to heaven to get our treasure.. Death 
is but the removal of the tenant from 
this tenement of clay. The change that 
has occurred that we call death is not 
properly so called. . This dnimal life we 
hold a dear is naught, the ox and the 
ass have it. This life is but one period 
of. our existence, brief it may be, but in 
it we have opportunity to be placed in 
harmony with God, and to be saved from 
a death that never dies. The life to be 
is to be beautifled by the presence of the 
King. Men need not necessarily die to be 
in heawen: some saints live today almost 
in the outskirts of heaveg. Heaven will 
have surprises for us. We shall see many 
whom we do not expect and we shall 
miss some faces we confidently expected 
to find among the blood washed throng. 
Some may barely squeeze through the 
gates beneath the wings of some kindly 
angel: others may sweep through with 
an abundant entrance. Heaven is too 
much etherealized; it is but the home of 
redeemed humanity. We may not be 
altogether happy there; there may be re- 
grets lingering In our souls that we did 
not win more stars for our crown. 

“Jesus Christ did not live, suffer and 
die simply to keep us out of hell. Were 
this all it would be about equal to say 
that should your child be lost in a wil- 
derness you would seek him merely to 
keep some wild beast from destroying 
him, but you seek to restore the child to 
his place in your heart and your life that 
you have so fondly hoped he would take. 
God seeks to restore man to his own 
proper position and real sphere where he 
should dwell. Man's place in heaven is 
but a step beyond this life and the gra- 
dations there will compare with the real 
differences existing here between men, 
St. Paul fought for Christ; he finished 
his course and went to take a crown of 
glory !aid up for him. The crown jewels 
of heaven outshine all the royal posses- 
sions of earth’s greatest monarchs. The 
faithful of earth will alone wear crowns 
in glory. A crown in fieaven gives the 
wearer a throne in the heavens, and it 
will carry with it a scepter of authority 
over those wnknown @nd unnamed 


worlds peopled by pure spirits, subjects 
of our God. The inhabitants of those 


worlds are not heirs to the throne nor are 
they redeemed by the blood and the kin- 
ship of Jesus Christ, our elder brother, 
Savior and King.” 

Dr. Monk's flight into the fleld of spec- 
ulation as to the future state of man's 
redeemed spirit were bold and well sus- 
tafned, however unwarranted by the lit- 
eral reading of the Bible by a layman. 
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Cc. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Lukes 
Eniscopal church, preached yesterday 
morning on “‘The’ Incarnation and the 
Holy Communion,” from the text: ‘The 
Word was made flesh.’’ John i, 14. The 
speaker said in substance: 

‘Men have studied to know about God 
along two lines. The one has always led 
to the edge of thought, where we peer 
into the darkness and say: ‘We cannot 
know.’ The Scriptures themselves teach 
that we cannot know God as He is in 
Himself. But the common sense of man- 
kind has always insisted that tt could 
know something about God from His 
works. The truth is both are right. God 
in Himself is transcendent and unknowa- 
ble: but there is that in God by which 
He is revealed to us. Both these lines 
of thought meet in the opening verse of 
St. John’s. gospel: ‘In the beginning was 
the Word and the Word was with God 
and the Word was God.’ And in this 
statement St. John linked what he had 
to say about the incarnation, the coming 
of Christ into the world on the thought 
of his day as it had been developed in 
the Old Testament and in Greece and as 
these had met in the teachings of Philo, 
who Was a Jew born in Alexandria short- 
ly before Christ. This Logos, or Word 
of God, said St. John, in effect, whom 
you philosophers and theologians have 
come to recognize as God imminent in 
nature and life, God revealing Himeelf, 
this Logos was made flesh, became hu- 
man, in the historic character and person, 
Jesus Christ. 

“Our first thought, then, about Christ's 
coming into the world is not His com- 
.ing from a distance, but His witness to 
the fact that He had always been in 
the world. ‘He Was in the world, and the 
worki was made by Him, and the world 
knew Him not.’ He is the interpreter 
of those forces in nature and in human 
life whigh had receded His visible ap- 
pearing. 

“But (2), Christ brought a fuller reve-

“And, then (3), this fuller revelation ig 
designed to overflow, as were, and 


i 
gradually fill all things with God's full-- 


ness. Creation itself is to be ‘delivered 
from the bondage of corruption and jnto 
the liberty of the glory of the Sons of 
God.’ 
‘‘Theologians have rightly discerned an 
analogy between the incarnation and the 
holy communion. The parallelism extends 
to these same three points. (1). The 
communion is to be regarded, first of 
all, as a witness to the truth and grace 
that are in all things; the sacredness of 
the ordinary. H is, Tor example, to re- 
mind us that the ordinary meal is holy. 
The first meaning of a special presence 
and special place and time is the sacred- 
ness, when rightly understood, of all fel- 
lowships that are good, all places and @ll 
times. But, secondly, as the Word made 
flesh, Christ coming g into the world, 
brought coming into thé. world, brought a 
higher, fuller manifestation and gift of 
God, the holy communion is the chiefest 
means Of grace. And, thirdly, we are not 
to try to realize the pres®ce of the Savior 
at this time and place, only to go out 
of church and leave Him behind, but we 
are to have Him in our hearts and take 
Him away with us, ang so try to put 
more of fellowship with God and with 
men into all our occupations and into all 
relaticns with our fellow-men., 

‘Beware, in thinking of the holy com- 
munion of formaiism. The act of 
kneeling and recelving the elements is 
worth, on your side, what you express 
of real feeling and willingness by your 
act. Remember, next, that whatever 
this sacrament may be in itself, what it 
is worth to you depends on your prepara- 
tion, your recepthwity. Then, while we 
are tied to the sacraments of Divine ap- 
pointment, God is not. We affirm that 
grace flows in certain channels; we can- 
not affirm that grace never overflows 
those channels, yet, if we deliberately 
reject the sacraments we reject Christ 
Himself. We set ourselves against God 
and overturn His appojntments and His 
revelation. 

“Beware, finally, of expressing real 
communion with God and with your fel- 
low-communicants here, to go outside 
and forget both. 

“Come, then, to the roll call and an- 
Swer ‘“‘Adsum.”’. Express real penitence 
and faith, receive forgiveness for the 
past, and grace for the future.’’ 
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Rev. William J. Holtzclaw preached on 
‘‘Marriage in the Light of the Bible.”’ His 
text was selected from Genesis ii, 18-24: 
“And the Lord God said, ‘It is not good 
that the man should be alone; | will make 
a helpmeet for him,”’ etc. 

Dr. Holtzclaw said in part: 

“There are many who enter into the 
marriage relation in the spingit of selfish- 
ness. With such it is a matter of busi- 
ress. Those who enter the conjugal rela- 
tion for the purpose of bettering their 
condition financially or socially seldom 
ever succeed. Thousands of lives have 
been blighted by such foolishness. Who 
has not heard some fop or dude ask with 
regard to some young lady to whom he 
was paying his respects: ‘How much is 
she worth?’ The young lady who is fool- 
ish enough to marry such a specimen of 
humanity will reap what she sows. The 
father who puts a premium on his daugh- 
ter in the shape of gold, or houses, or 
lands, in order to get rid of her, may live 
to regret hig unwise step, but be a wiser 
man by reason of it» If all the contract- 
ing parties were godiy people the sacred 
institution, which was born in the Garden 
of Eden, would more nearly approach the 
Bible standard. The ‘question, ‘Is mar- 
riage a iailure?’ can be answered only 
in the light of inspired truth. Marriage is 
never a failure where God is honored. 
Celibacy is a privilege, but is nowhere 
commanded in the Scriptures. The Apos- 
tle Paul, speaking on this subject with 
reference to the unmarried, said: ‘It is 
good for them if they abide even as l.’ 
But this advice was not givén without 
the provisor, ‘Every man hath his proper 
gift of God.’ This was followed with the 
further advice: ‘It is better to marry than 
to burn.’ There are those who advocate 
celibacy and cite the apostie as an ex- 
ample, but do not practice it as he did. 
The excuses which many unmarried men 
give for remaining single, and the real 
cause of it, are widely different... Some 
say it costS too much to support a wife 
and family. 

‘“‘tinhappy marriages are attributed to 
many causes, but the principal one is the 
failure to honor God. I love to think of 
Abraham sééking a wife for his son Isaac. 
He waited till the child of promise was 
nearly 40 years old. Much sorrow and 
grief has followed in the wake of too 
early marriages. There is often a lack 
of forethought and due consideration. In 
the case of Isaac and Rebekah ‘t was a 
match-making and love at first sight. It 
was a godly sort and God blessed it. 
The qualifications sought were not riches 
nor beauty, but they were godliness, in- 
dustry and hospitality. When Philip 
Henry sought the hand of the only 
daughter of Mr. Mathews, of Broad Oak, 
the girl's father objected, saying the 
young man was a fine preacher, but that 
he did not know from whence he came. 
‘True,’ said the daughter, ‘but I know 
where he is going, and I should like to 
go with him.’ After they had been mar- 
ried twenty years Mr. Henry wrote in his 
diary: ‘We have been long married and 
never reconciled—there was never any oc- 
casion for it.’ His advice to his children 
when they were old enough to marry 
was: ‘Please God and please yourselves 
and you will please me.’ One of the most 
prolific sources of unhappy marriages is 
that of being ‘unequally yoked with un- 
balievers.’ Preachers who do much pas- 
toral work have a fine opportunity for 
making discoveries along this line. A 
Christian wife is often forced to spend 
Sundays at home and to prepare a special 
dinner for an unsaved husband who has 
neither care nor respect for God’s house, 
and less still for the holy Sabbath. On the 
other side a Christian husband is hinder- 
ed by the society loving and § worldly- 
minded wife. It is a well-known fact 
that highly educated and talented 
preachers have been greatly hindered, 
and not a few ruined, by a wife who, 
without Christ and hope, cared more for 
the things of this present world than for 
the world to come. The moral and intel- 
lectual go together in the sacred writings, 
and hence Paul’s language, ‘Be not un- 
equally yoked,’ may refer to the intel- 
lectual. To say the least of it, observa- 
tion proves that it is dangerous for a 
union to be consummated between a hus- 
band and wife where one is sdperior to 
the other in intellectual advantages. If 
there be a difference, it would be far bet- 
ter if itt were in favor of the wife. God 
throws the infantile world into the hands 
of women. The future of the child de- 
pends largely on the mother. The ques- 
tion, ‘Wher. 1s the best time to begin the 
training of the child?’ was answered in 
the following language: ‘Begin a hundred 
years before he is rn.” The future 
home depends on the character of those 
who are to be the future queens of the 
home. The future strength of the nation 
depends much on the hand that rocks the 
cradle."’

A notable service marked the first Sab- 
bath of the new year at the Second Bap- 
tist church yesterday. The church was 
tastefully and modestly decorated with 
evergreen and over the pulpit was hyng 
the text of the morning which the pastor 
presented to the church as the motto for 
the year 192—‘‘Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God.” 

The pastor, Rev. John E. White, preach- 
ing from this text, said in part: 


“The kingdom of God is the government 
of the will of God on earth or in the heart 
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of a man just as it is in heaven and in 
the heart of the rede@émed who are there. 
It is not to be sought because in the 
seeking ‘all things will be added.’ Bishop 
Marvin wrote a book of travel with this 
title, ‘The East by the West.’ That is a 
physical fact. The way to the Orient 
is by the Occident. It is also a moral 
and spiritual principle. ‘We fall to rise; 
are baffled to fight better; sigep to wake.’ 
Christianity is the religion not of the 
shorter method by contraries. Its way 
to live is to die. Its way to be strong is 
to be weak. Its way to be rich is to be 
poor. Its way to the crown is by 
the cross, Christ said to his disciples: 
‘Lou want food, drink, raiment, stature.’ 
Very well. Stop digging for food; let go 
the pump handle, stop pushing the loom; 
Turn loose your boot straps. Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and all 
things shall be added unto you.’ 

“But He did not mean that you were 
to seek the kingdom with the motive 
that this principle of God's providence 
would work to get these ‘all things.’ The, 
kingdom is to be sought first for its own 
sake. It is the government of God. It 
is the rule of a faultless wisdom and an 
infigite love. Seek it because it is that. 
You are to seek the kingdom of God be- 
cause jit is God's. Who is God? The 
Supreme Being for whom this universe ex- 
ists. He is the Being who alone can make 
it happy. 

“You cannot have the kingdom without 
the King... Those who are anxious to 
know whether the kingdom of God is 
within them or not may answer their own 
question by ascertaining whether they 
are ruled by their own desire, their own 
wills.

the poor. The world’s greed that stalks 
the highways of trade; the worid’s self- 
ishness that is fortified in modern compe- 
titions; the world’s woe that is written 
in the annals of damning traffics and in 
the records of suicides, divorce courts 
and insane asylums; the world’s crime 
that throngs court houses, gluts jails and 
furnishes the gallows its victims; the 
world’s sin that hangs like a mountain 
at the heart of God and feeds the fires 
of eternal remorse—I proclaim them all. 
It is a fearful misery to contemplate. But 
it is the common fact of our world.

CITY CLERK’S REPORT READY 


It Shows That There Has Been a 
Marked Increase in All Lines of 
Trade Except in the Re- 
tail Liquor Bus- 
iness.

The 
report of Dr. Theodore Toepel for the 
year 1901 is full of new ideas and sug- 
gestions. Dr. Toepel believes that every 
public school should be equipped with 
outdoor gymnésium apparatus and that 
it should be provided with desks: for pu- 
pils more conducive to health than those 
now in use. These are but two sugges- 
tiens advanced. The report in full is as 
, icllows: 

Atlanta, Ga., December 23, 1901.—To 
Major W. F. Slaton, Superintendent cf 
Public Schools, Atlanta, Ga—Dear Sir: 
It is with pleasure that I submit to you 
ihe following report, pertairing to the 
physical work of the pupils of the Atlanta 
tublic schools: 

The essentials of education of today 
are not limited’ to irstruction in reading, 
writing and arithmetic only. The posses- 
sion of this knéWledge alone is harmful 
to a child, especially when it has been 
gained at the expense of physical and 4 
moral habits, which in educational value 
far outweigh such meager intellectual at- 
tainments. To make a child physically 
scund and strong, thereby enabling him 
to better pursue his studies with more 
energy; to.make him. less susceptible to 
disease, are duties which public educaifon 
cannot shirk; thus, when the school re- 
c@éives a chila, it becomes the child's 
guardian and must pay equal attention to 
his physical, moral ard mental traininz, 
all three being of equal importance in 
fcrming character. Physical education 
does not require any special talents, be- 
c2use it is the basis of all talents. When 
a child is able to walk to school, it fs 
able to develop itself physically. 

Physical education in the public schools 
of Atlanta is based on strictly physiolog- 
ical principles, from the simplest exercise 
of the first grade of the primary depart- 
ment to the mostscomplex given to the 
Senicrs of the high school. The work of 
physical educaticn does not confine itself 
to the exercises alone. It has a broader 
sccpe. Its final.aim is.to promote and 
maintain “the child's health.

Judge Brown, who was convicted at the 
March term, 1896, of the superior court of 
Oconee county of the offense of simple 
larceny; John Bush, who was convicted 
at the February term, 1885, of the supe- 
rior court of Oconee county of the. of- 
fense of simple larceny; Jake Foster, who 
was convicted at the December term, 1887, 
of the superior court of Oconee county of 
the offense of simple Iurceny; Ebb Dur- 
ham, who was.convicted at the November 
term, 1884, of the superior court of Oco- 
nee county of the offense of simple lar- 
ceny; Tobe Jones, who was convicted at 
the October term, 1878, of the superior 
court of Oconee county of the offense 
of theft: John Grifith, who was convict- 
ed at the January term, 1892, of the su- 
perior court of Oconee county of the of- 
fense of larceny. 4 


GOVERNOR CANDLER HAS COM- 
muted the sentence of Lum _ Suther- 
land to his present service in the peni- 
tentiary, thereby giving him his freedom. 
Sutherland was sent to the penitentiary 
for life for murder from Floyd county 
in 1890. An investigation of the case by 
the prison commission showed that the 
evidence in the case was largely circum- 
stantial and that, as the supreme court 
stated, the jury would have been equally 
justified in finding a verdict of not guilty. 


AFTER SERVING MORE THAN 
thirty years on a life sentence for murder, 
Charles Ramsay, of Troup county, is at 
last to be released and permitted once 
more to breathe the sweet air of freedom. 
Ramsay was sentenced to the penitentiary 
in 1870. He was convicted principally on 
circumstantial evidence, and has been a 
good prisoner since his confinement in 
the penitentiary. Many of the best citi- 
zens of Troup county asked that he be 
pardoned and the prison commission and 
the governor have acted favorably on 
his application. He will be released art 
once. 


SPENCER EVANS, A _ 13-YEAR-OLD 
boy, who was convicted of rape in Wilkes 
county in 1899 and sentenced to ten years 
in the penitentiary, was pardoned by the 
governor Saturday. The parents of the 
victim joined in the request that the boy 
be released.
